that somehow do not fall through 
| or roll out of the rickety lattice,

must suffer from many bruises, We 
are almost inclined to blame the in- 
considerate mother for allowing her 
offspring to enter the world un- 
clothed -obylously not her fault, 
though she is capable of just such 
negligence, 

Fortunate’ are the baby doves, 
| when their Jazy mother scatters

that a robin has deserted, as she 
| frequently does. 
| It ts almost excusable, to take 
| her young birds and rear them in 
captivity, where they invariably 
thrive, mate, and live happily, un- 
less death comes to one, when the 
cther often refuses food and grieves 
ts life away.

Special Notice to Employers 
Those Enlisting in Armed Forces 


By The Veterans Benefit Act, 1951, 
Parliament, the Government of Canada has extended and made 
applicable the provisions of the Reinstatement in Civil Employment 
Act, 1946, to all persons enlisting in the Regular Forces of Canada 
after July 5, 1950, (nineteen fifty) and who serve therein for a term

This provision extends also to members of the Special Force who 
re-engage for service with the Regular Forces, the three-year coverage 
period beginning with the date of re-engagement. 

This provision extends also to members of the Reserve Forces who 
after July 5, 1950, are called out for service with the Regular Forces 
and serve with the Regular Forces for a period not exceeding three 


years. 


By an Order in Council passed in 1950 under the Canada Forces 
Act the provisions of the Reinstatement in Civil Employment Act, 1946, 
were extended to members of the Special Force and members of the 
Reserve Forces who serve on the strength of the Special Force. The 
reinstatement provisions of this Order in Council have now been 
incorporated in the provisions of the Veterans Benefit Act, 1951. 


Under the Reinstatement in Civil Employment Act a 
discharged person may claim reinstatement either verbally 


or in writing, usually within three months of discharge In 


Ganado or four months if discharged overseas.

on the point later. > 

The inference, however, was that 
the Ontario Milk Control Board 
might order that a more economical 
system of deliveries be implement- 
ed, or that stores would be licensed 
to buy, bottle and sell milk in com- 
petition with dairies. 

The Premier made it plain that 
he would prefer the dairies them- 
selyes to provide the cheaper milk. 
He said: “The distributors can do 
the job themselves, by setting out 
to give real leadership; otherwise 
they have no one to blame but. 
themselves, 

“I believe the distributors can do 
a job with minimum interference 
if they make up their minds to do 
it. There should be a minimum of 
board orders and a maximum of 
management by the industry itself.” 

He was sharply critical of the 
dairies’ failure to advance suggest- 
ions for more economical merchan- 
dising methods. 

He said: “One thing that has im- 
pressed me is the failure of the 
distributors to come up with the 
answers, They cry for more money 
but they advance no plans to im- 
prove the situation, The distribut- 
ors should be the very first and in 
the lead in showing the way.” 

When the Ontario milk board was 
given control over consumer prices 
last March, there was one consumer 
price —20 cents a quart. In an un- 
successful effort to avert the milk 
drivers’ strike, the delivered price 
was increasec half-a-cent; the 
cash-and-carry price was left at 20 
cents. 

After montls of inquiring into 
the financial statements of Toronto 
alea dairies, delivery systems in the 
United States, returns to farmers, 
the milk board, July 11, announced 
that the delivered price would be- 
come 21 cents immediately, and the 
cash-and-carry price 19 cents on 
Sept. 1. Also on Sept, 1 the price 
paid the producer would be in-~ 
creased from $4.20 to $4.55 a hun- 
dredweight, 

Introduction of -a system of re- 
stricted deliveries -three or four a 
week, had been suggested - was sug- 
gested as the way to produce econo- 
mies which would make the 19-cent 
itore price possible. 

When it became evident the re- 
-tricted delivery plan could not 
come about immediately, the board 
postponed indefinitely its order for 
19-cent store milk.

Before com- 
ing to rest, the vehicle turned com- 
pletely over but did not leave the|

Three Quebecers 


Arrested After 
Pickering Job 


Pickering, Sept. 4 (BUP) -Three 
Quebec men have been charged 
with attempted robbery with vio- 
lence after a man was badly beaten 
near Pickering, Ontario, Sunday. 

Those charged.are Marcel Pel- 
letier, 23, and Emile Parent, 24, both 
of Montreal, and Joseph Dionne, 24 
of Clarenceville, Quebec. 

Bail has been set at five thou- 
sand dollars each. 

They are accused of attacking 
Albert Wilkiis, of Toronto, on a 
Sravel road near Pickering. Wilkins 
crawled a quarter of a mile to the 
home of his .rother-in-law after 
three men attacked him.

The reappearance of the algae 
in Sturgeon Lake this year was 
accompanieq by pressure being 
brought to bear on the provincial 
health authorities to dry and get to 
the bottom of the situation. After 
a couple of statements, in which 
nothing of a specific nature was 
learned, no further action was tak- 
en and the Post sent a test of algae- 
infested water for analysis on the 
Same basis as one would have 
drinking water tested. The water 
was Grade I and reported safe for 
drinking. The green susbtance was 
simply termed “a form of algae.” 
The results of this test were pub- 
lished- last week and about the 
Same time the new crisis was tak- 
ing shape in Pigeon Lake. 

Dr. Kelly M.O.H. for Bobcaygeon 
district, says the Algae doesn't 
seem to be harmful except under 
certain climatic conditions. He 
says a hot, calm day is usually the 
the kind on which the algae haz- 
ard is high. He claims it is\ not 
likely a human being would ever 
take in enough of the algae-inf- 
fested water to do them harm. 
However, it will be recalled that 
the doctor posted signs warning 
Swimmers in the Sturgeon Lake 
area after the last'incident there.

CANADIANS SHOULD RECEIVE 
SOME TAX RELIEF 

Everyone who has read of the tremendous surplus 
which the federal treasury has built up since the intro- 
duction of the last budget has been highly indignant 
over the situation. ft is too much to ask that people, 
already laboring under the highest cost of living that 
the nation has ever known, should be content to go 
along paying extremely high taxes while the govern- 
Mment’s purse swells and br With revenue. 

Tt is apparent that the Fimance Minister has mis- 
galculated the needs of the pwblic treasury by a wide 
margin, Instead of his budget providing for a reason- 
able surpius which would be to the people’s advantage, 
it now appears that the budget is providing for an 
unnecessarily large surplus thereby placing an nncalled 
for burden on taxpayers when demands on their dol- 
Jars are already swollen by inflation. 

Canadians have never shown themselves to be 
unwilling to lend money to the country if the need 
arose. This was evident ring the last war and the 
war before that, when several victory loans were 
widely oversubscribed. However, they have always 
strenuously objected to unnecessarily high taxation 
which has 2 tendency to encourage government ex- 
travagance. Objection to the pre: t “money-making” 
budget would seem to be in order. 

The people of Canada expect that taxation will 
be kept within boun required to provide for the 
reasonable and forseeable needs of the country. Tax 
relief in the face of a pyramiding budget surplus is 
rightfully anticipated at this time. Whether or not 
it will come is, of course, something else again.

President 
Peron this time has chosen as his 
riding partner and candidate for 
vice-president none other than his 
wife, Senora Eva Peron, popularly 
known as “Evita.” Togther thy drive 
the chariot that seems destined 
to finish far ahead of any opposit- 
ion in the forthcoming Argentine 
presidential election. 

Though the family candidacy has 
been n the makng for weeks 
long enough to assemble a rally of 
nearly 1,000,000 prsons in Buenos 
Aires —the dazzling Mrs, Peron, a 
‘ormer radio actress, evidently gave 
a masterful ‘rformance of politi- 
cal reluctance in accepting the 
nomination, asking first a few days 
and then a few hours, to make up 
her mind. 

For his part, General Peron had 
made quite sure that nothing would 
go amiss on the festive day. Early 
in his administration he had con- 
soldated control over the labor 
unions’ of Argentina through a 
state sponsored General Confeder- 
ation of Labor, and this organizat- 
jon turned out the numbers needed 
for the rally by a one-day token 
“strike.” 

Two weeks agu when a walkout 
of state railway employees threat-

pitalists, and imperialists’ with 


subversive intentions and saying 
they would be met with force. Ra- 
dical, Scelalist, Conservative, and 
Communist parties advised their 
members to stay at home so they 
could not be accused of organizing 
@ counter-demonstration. 

The Perons may yet permit some 
minor show of opposition in the 
November elections, But it would be 
remarkable if there “3 not more 
distaste for their regime than will 
show at the polls,

You 
must have set up a quality goal 
for Dunrobin Farm that is the 
equivalent of that maintained by 
the American Association of Med- 
ical Milk Commissions for Certi- 
fied Milk producers. You certain- 
ly have done and are doing a 
wonderful job.” 

Headed “Dunrobin Farm — An 
Outstanding Canadian Institution” 
‘Certified Milk, writes: “The story 
of Dunrobin Farm, located at Bea- 
verton, Ontario... . would be only 
partially told if fairly generous 
space were not devoted to its col- 
ourful owner and operator, Major 
General John A. Gunn, an inter- 
national figure who resides in To- 
ronto. General Gunn, as has been 
so well expressed by Vincent Price, 
K.C., of Toronto, is “a young, eld- 
erly gentleman with a wealth of

Upon taking up residence in Mon- 
treal, he transferred to the Vic- 
toria Rifles of Montreal and, as a 
result of continued military study, 
became, in the year 1910, one of 
the first to pass the nine month's 
staff course. 


At the outbreak of World War 1, 
in 1914, he, as Major Gunn, was 
promoted to the rank of Lieuten- 
ant Colonel to take a battalion ov- 
er-seas; his Royal Highness, the 
Duke of Connaught did him the 
honour of becoming his Honor- 
ary Colonel. He was overseas in 
Englang and France throughout 
the war's duration, returning in 
1919 to command Military District 
No, 2 with the rank of Major Gen- 
eral. After demobilizing some 
60,000. troops, he re-organized the 
Sixth Brigade with headquarters 
in Toronto and shortly thereafter 
retired, having passed the age lim- 
it. Disposing of his packing 
house interests in 1927, the Gen- 
eral started deyoting the greater 
part of his time to the development 
of agriculture, and to social service 
work on behalf of the veteran. It 
can be stated without further ela- 
boration that these later years of 
his life have been productive of 
exceptional results. 


Dunrobin Farm is of real historic 
interest; its ownership has remain- 
eq in the Gunn family for over 120 
years. Originally a Crown Grant, 
it consisted of 100 acres of primeval 
forest. This was cleared by the 
great-grandfather of General 
Gunn. The succeeding generations 
of Gunns have increased its operat- 
ing size to 600 acres. General Gunn 
is not an absentee operator of Dun-

ords. His very able and efficient 
farm manager is John McCaus- 
land. 

Aside from its historic interest, 
Dunrobin Farm is noteworthy in 
several other respects. Its herd is 
100 per cent Holstein, and the milk- 
ing herd is on Record of Perform- 
ance (Advanced Registry Testing). 
The last official report indicated 
a better than four per cent average 
butter fat test. The animals are 
fully Canadian Tubercular Free 
Accredited Herd, which has been 
the record since the first official 
test 19 years ago. General Gunn, 
throughout the years, has been a 
close student of Certified Milk 
production and its requirements 
and has set his quality standard 
on a par with that super-quality 
product. The result has been 
throughout the years a positively 
clean, safe milk, the bacterial con- 
tent of which following pasteuriz- 
ation has averaged approximately 
600 microorganisms per ml, with 
all other quality characteristics 
equally favourable. 

In addition to the dairy herd, 
200 purebred Yorkshire hogs are 
maintained on Dunrobin Farm. It 
should be credited to General Gunn 
that, following a complete test 
of 150 of Dunrobin Farm’s pigs, 
“rail” grading of hogs was intro- 
duceq in Canada in 1941. This 
has resulted in the saving of over 
53 millions of dollars to the. Can- 
adian farmers during the past 10 
years. Much earlier in his career, 
General Gunn started a campaign 
to improve the grading and mark- 
eting of eggs. From this, adop- 
tion of the Dominion Government 
Egg Grading Station System resul- 
ted. Recently, in honouring him for 
his accomplishments in agricult- 
ure, the Farmers’ Club, 3 Whitehall 
Court, London, England, elected 
General Gunn to membership, a 
most noticeable distinction. 

This is but an incomplete story 
of Dunrobin Farm ang its owner, 
General Gunn. It is hoped, how- 
ever, that it, together with the 
other information relative to Can- 
adian dairying brought out in this 
issue, seryes partially at least to 
bring out the fact, which all close 
students of dairying already known 
that there are dairymen in Canada 
who are fully on a par with the 
best in this country. Also that 
Canada, from the standpoint of 
dairying, is at least ’as progressive, 
| if mot more 50, as this country, and 
| that we here at home can learn 
| much from dairymen “up yonder.”

But he 
bound them to an agreement to 
say nothing about his resignation 
before it was announced by Presi- 
dent Truman. 

Marshall said that when he took 
the job a year ago he agreed to 
stay only until June 30, but rem- 
aineg longer because of the Korean 
situation and the San Francisco 
Peace Treaty conference. 

Marshall, who will be 71 on Dec. 
31, appeared to be in excellent 
health as he bid farewell to news- 
men in his office. 

Truman, who regards Marshall 
as the greatest living American, 
accepted the resignation “with very 
great reluctance.” 

‘The resignation is effective at 
the close of business today. 

The resignation caught official 
Ottawa completely by surprise to- 
day. 

The Federal] Cabinet was in ses- 
sion when the news arrived in Ot- 
tawa. No ministers were available 
for immediate comment.

He told the 
Court that he and a friend were 
standing in front of the Kent 
‘Theatre on Saturday evening, Au- 
gust 25th when he hailed a pas- 
sing taxi and asked if he could ob- 
tain a bottle. He said that the 
driver, whom he identified in 
Court but could not name, took 
him and his friend to a -cafe on 
Queen Street where they waited 
until the accused returned. He said 
that when he got in the car, the 
wine Was on the seat. The taxi said 
he, then deposited the two at the 
white bridge south of Lindsay. 
There, said the witness, he paid 
the accused $4.50. He explained that 
the price on the two bottles of wine 
was $2 each and the ride was 50 
cents, 

His friend took the stand and was 
not so positive in his identification 
but gave quite smlar testimony of 
the events of the evening as had 
been given by the first witness. He 
admitted that he saw no trans- 
action between the accused and the 
witness. The wine, he said was 
drunk and the bottles smashed. 

The defense attorney, after 
hearing the Crown's argument, 
stated that it bad not definitely 
been established that what had 
been drunk was wine as neither 
witness had ever tasted it before. 
He also argued that the accused 
had never been put in a line-up and 
positively identifiee by both wit- 
nesses. 

In replying, Crown Attorney Jor- 
dan stated that it was unnecessary 
for the accused to be placed in a 
lineup. He further added that what 
had been sold had resulted in both 
men being fined. 

Magistrate Gee, in speaking of 
the identification, stated that it 
Was unnecessary for the accused 
to be placed in a lineup.

NO HARM IN ASKING ANYWAY... 

Some exception has been taken by members of 
Council to the fact that criticism was voiced by the 
Post of its action im letting a contract without calling 
for tenders. It is contended that since the contractor 
to whom the contract was awarded submitted a price 
in line with estimates and this justified giving the 
firm the job without seeking other bids. Mention is 
also made of the fact that it was expedient to go ahead 
without further delay. 

It should be pointed out that even though the 
lone contractor’s price was well in line with the esti- 
mated cost by the town’s consulting engineer, it is 
hardly fair to let a contract without calling for tenders 
when there are other firms which might be interested 
in bidding. At least they should be given a chance 
whenever possible. It is also considered good busi- 
ness to seek competitive prices on any job, especially 
a public works project. 

As for the matter of time saving, there could be 
no time saved if proper procedure were carried out 
in letting municipal contracts. As we understand it 
from local authorities, work of this nature should not 
proceed until after approval has been received from 
the Ontario Municipal Board. 

No doubt approval of the lone tender was given 
with the intention of facilitating the work but it is 
establishing a dangerous precedent which was further 
aggravated this week by letting another contract for 
$6,900 to a firm which didn’t even bid on it.

NO MAN INDISPENSABLE 

The theory that no man is indispensable received 
an abrupt change recently in a United States maga- 
zine which has a fairly large circulation in Ontario. 
In this magazine there was an advertisement for a 
correspondence course of training, and in one place 
it contained the following statement. 


“Young man, place yourself in the dispensable class. You 
can do it, not all at once, but by degrees, First aim to 
gain the place where you are missed when absent, then 
from that on to the place where the firm that employs you 
comes to realize that they can not get along without you.” 


That would be very nice if it were true, but it 
is not, and it never will be. The world’s history is full 
of stories of great and illustrious men who seemed 
indispensable to their countries. It seemed that if any- 
thing happened to remove them, things would go to 
pieces. There have been instances in fairly recent 
history. When Franklin D. Roosevelt was at the height 
of his power during world war two, it seemed as if 
he was a proper example of an indispensable man. 
But the grim reaper removed him, and the affairs 
of his country and of the world kept going on. 

It is the same in business. No man can be re- 
garded as indispensable, because no one knows the 
day or the hour when that man may be called away. 
It is all wrong for any business to be in the position 
where any man is considered to be indispensable. And 
it is even more wrong for any individual to develop 
the idea that he is in that class.

The Feeding Of Athletes 

Many stories are told of Mike 
Murphy, the famous athletic coach, 
University of Pennsylvania, who 
studied the whole personality of his 
athletes aside from their particular 
abilities. One tale concerns an out- 
standing high school athlete in his 
freshman year at Pennsylvania, who 
despite his best efforts, did not 
come up to the form shown at his 
home high school. Murphy noticed 
the boy’s frantic efforts, had a 
chat with him and felt that he was 
very homesick, He sent him home 
for a week, told him not to bother 
with athletics and have a nice visit. 
On his return he was a happy, con- 
tented boy and equalled and then 
passed ony of his previous perform- 
ances. > 

Another boy who appeared to be 
“in the dumps” was known to be a 
great eater of candies and pastry, 
especially apple pie. Although pie 
is not used on the training table, 
Murphy saw that he was given a 
generous helping of apple pie about 
once a week, Again, a contented 
boy was his old self again. 

I am reminded of Mike Murphy 
by an article by Dr. E. H. Bensley, 
McGill University, Hontreal, in the 
Canadian Medical Association 
Journal. The only food considered 
a must before a game or other 
athletic event is sugar in the form 
of fruit juice, candy, in tea, or in 
ordinary commercial cubes. Sugar 
begins to be absorbed into the 
blood before it leaves the mouth 


which is a short cut as compared lweek in Lindsay on business. 


with other foods. Thus sugar before 
and during an athletic contest gives 
immediate energy and delays fatl- 
gue. 

Dr. Bensley has in mind the im- 
portance of the emotional factor 
as did Mike Murphy. 

“Emotional stress is the chief 
factor influencing the composition 
and timing of the pre-game, pre- 
event meal. Acceptability (what 
the athlete likes to eat) to the in- 
dividual athlete is the important 
consideration.” 


There is really no need or justi- 
facation for extra, Special foods in 
training or on the day of the con- 
test, or for special preparations 
such as vitamins concentrates, 
creatine, gelatin, Phosphates and 
leaithin, However, most athletic 
trainers have found that eggs and 
steaks given about two hours before 
& hard football, hockey, or other 
strenuous exercise give energy for 
a long time when sugar is not 
ayailabl2 or convenient. 

“The speci. requirements ot 
training are those imposed by phy- 
sical activity, These requirements 
are best met by a general increase 
of all the ordinary types of food.”

All For Soience 

Six pretty coeds at Washington 
State College will be happy if they 
never again eat a certain green 
vegetable, But the men they date 
enjoyed having them» on a diet of 
peas --which is cheaper than steak. 

The diet, which the six stuck 
with for three and one half months 
except for a short break ,Wwas all in 
the interest of science, 

The College’s Human Nutrition 
Research Laboratory wanted to test 
the protein yalue of peas --a major 
crop in the Pacific Northwest. It'll 
be months yet before the results are 
known --for a mountain of facts 
and charts have to be compared and 
correlated. 

The six coeds, sll volunteers, ate 
three meals a day almost entirely 
of peas. No nibbling between meals, 
Bread, milk, poultry, fish and meat 
were out. They had to turn down 
late snacks too ....it might throw off 
the protein intake. 

A dietitian spent weeks preparing 
the spartan menu. Calories, car- 
bohydrates, and other body essen- 
tlals were counted carefully, 

At least 10 scientists checked con- 
stantly to see that the human 
guinea pigs did not suffer from the 
diet. Basal metabolism tests and 
blood counts were made regularly. 

Only once --for 10 days -- did the 
six coeds get a break from the 
diet of peas. For the 10 days they 
enjoyed a double freedom --eating 
anything at anytime. One of the 
sufferers for science described her 
vacation simply by saying, “golly, 
Td forgotten there are so many 
good things to eat.” 

While the six coeds --one a jour- 
nalism major, the other home-ec 
students --were on the diet of peas, 


conducted by an animal nutrition- 
ist, Dr. . Schneider, who fed rats 
the same diet. Not very flattering 
to the girls, but the whole idea was 
to test how much food value both 
lower animals and humans get 
from peas. 

The girls say their friends were 
very helpful at keeping them on the 


vegetable department at cafeterias 
«Never urging them to the drug- 
store for 2 soda. One volunter says 
her fiance asked her --“Would it 
throw you off your diet if I were 
to Kiss you?” 

This answer to that one is not 
recorded.

Cote Predicts Arena Will Make 
Slight Profit Under Agreement 


Williamson Quizzes Arena Chairman On Details 


Of Arrangement With American League Farm Teams 


Skating commences in the Lind- 
say Arene tonight. This Is the 
earliest the Lindsay Arena has ever 
had ice, says Ald. Cote, chairman of 
the Arena Committee. Eddie Shore 
and his Springfield Indians were 
to have started practices today but 
will be delayed another week. 

In reporting to the committee 
meeting of council in the Lindsay 
Council Chambers on Monday ev- 
ening, Ald. Cote adyised members 
that Mr. Shore and-his club had 
rented the Arena from today Sept- 
{ember 11th, until October 17th at 
the rate of $45 per day. The even- 
ings, he said, would be free for the 
committee to sell skating time or 
hockey practice time to increase this 


revenue. 
Ald. Burrows asked if the $45 per 
day would cover all operating 


costs. Ald. Cote advised him that 
skating time and any hockey prac- 
tice time that was rented would 
yjalance the operating costs and 
probably show a profit. He stated 
that the cost of operating the Arena 
were high and -ited a water bill 
of $12 per day. He further noted 
that at present three persons were 
employed, one at $45 per week, an 
assistant at $25 per week and a 
caretaker at $20 per week. These

Ald. Williamson stated that the 
Arena had showed a loss in its 
operations during the mild weavuer 
last year and predicted that there 
would be a considerable loss this 
year between October 17th and No- 
vember Ist, the date, he claimed, for 
opening the skating season..,.Ald. 
Cote, in answer to a question, stated 
that the operating deficit at the 
beginning of the season this year 
was $3400 which he ‘expected would 
be substantially reduced this sea- 
son. 

Ald, Williamson noted that the 
roof was again in need of repairs, 
Ald.

Is Refused, 
ot Debate 


A hote debate, involving nearly 
every member of council and two 
taxi-drivers who are not members of 
council ensued at a committe meet- 
ing of Lindsay council on Monday 
evening when council refused a 
franchise to a Lindsay man who 
had made application. His appli- 
cation for a license was twice pro- 
posed by Ald. Speer, chairman of 
the Police Committee and twice 
turned down by the council. ~ 

At a meeting of council last 
week Ald. Speer had been instruct- 
ed to go through all minutes for 
the past five years to review the 
applications which had been refus- 
ed-by council. At the committee 
meeting, he reporteq that only 
two had been refused in that time. 
One was in 1948 when a man who 
didn’t own a car had applied and 
had been instructed to purchase a 
car first. The other was in July of 
this year when a Lindsay veteran 
and father of six had. been refused 
on the recommendation of Ald. 
Speer. Last week, said Ald. Speer, 
he had presented an application 
from another Lindsay man who 
wanted to go in partnership with 
an existing taxi firm. He added 
that the by-law stated that a mix- 
imum of 18 owners would be per- 
mitted and at present there were 
only 14. He suggested that council 
accept this application. 

Mayor Lamb stated that council 
could not very well refuse one and 
grant another because of any prev- 
fous history of an applicant, Ald. 
Speer noted that at the meeting 
in July which had turned down 
the veteran's application, all 
‘members had voted against him. 
Ald, Cote asked what was the pur- 
pose of having applications brought 
before council if all applications 
had to be accepted. He suggested 
that council act on the recommen- 
dations of the Police Chairman. 
Ald, Burrows stated that he was not 
present at the meeting which had 
refused the application of the vet- 
eran but sald he was certain he 
was refused because there were en- 
ough cabs in Lindsay. Ald. Speer 
denied this and said that the vet- 
eran was refused because of his 
previous record. 

Ald. Cote, seconded by Ald. 
Peirce, made a motion that a lic- 
ence be granted the Lindsay citi- 
zen who wished to go into partner- 
ship. 

Before the motion was yoled 
upon, Jack Miner, owner of Min- 
er’s Taxi, was asked to speak. He 
stated that it appeared to him 
that some may be asking for taxi- 
licences {n order to make money 
during fatr week] He said that he 
was not anxious to see a part time 
taxi driver permitted to start up. 
He mentioned that he hag been re- 
quired to pay a Hcense of $10 for 
which he expected some protection. 
He said that there was one taxi in 
Lindsay which operated for seven 
months without a licence. He said 
he had mentioned the matter to 
the Chairman of police and no ac- 
tion had been taken, Ald, Burrows 
told council, that Mr. Miner was 
correct; one taxi had been oper- 
ating without a licence, Ald.

Let Contract Without Tenders, 
Mayor Objects To Criticism 


“T don't see why we should be 
criticized by the Post” said Mayor 
Lamb at the Committee Meeting of 
the Lindsay Council, as he consid- 
ered a recent editorial questloning 
the practice of letting contracts 
without calling for tender. He seem- 
ed also to be voicing the opinion of 
several other members of council 
who spoke in similar vein. 

Reeve Butler started the discus- 
sion when he mentioned that there 
had been some criticism heard 
since last week because the contract 
for some $19,000 was let to Tracey 
Construction without tenders be- 
ing called. He noted that chiefly 
this criticism had come from the 
Deputy-reeve (who was unable to 
be present at the meeting this 
week) and the editor of the Post. 
He explained that Mr. Mitchell, 
town engineer, now absent on sick 
leave, had estimated the cost of 
the sewers on St. George, King E. 
and Kent E. at slightly more than 
$19,000. The consulting engineer, 
he added, haq struck a similar es- 
timate. Trayey Construction, he 
observed, had placed a price on the 
project’ that was also in that vic- 
inity. Mayor Lamb interposed that 
the Tracey bid had been $200 lower 
than the engineer's figure. The 
Reeve continued that the counoll 
had been anxious to get the work 
Started as soon as permission had 
been granted by the Ontario Muni- 
cipal Board and for this reason 
Tracey's had been given the con- 
tract In order that the firm could

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EDITORIALS 


WHAT'S GOING ON HERE ? 

In a discussion centering around the storm sewer 
on Queen Street which was “uncovered” by a “digger” 
used for making a trench to lay a water main on 
the same street, some confusing remarks were made 
in Council on Tuesday night. 

When the storm sewer was first reported “‘un- 
covered” an ugly rumour was going the rounds that 
the Water Commission’s “digger” had been unaware 
that the sewer was there and ripped out great sec- 
tions of it. When the chairman of Lindsay's Board 
of Works was contacted he said this rumour was not 
entirely correct. According to the chairman, it was 
true that the Water Commission had no knowledge 
of the storm sewer’s presence but it merely “un- 
covered” the sewer to find it was in a state of col- 
lapse. There was no question in his mind but what 
the sewer had been in collapsed state long before 
the “digger” bared it. However, certain disclosures 
made at this week’s Council meeting seems to cast 
some doubt on this contention. 

Mayor Lamb, commenting on the sewer, which is 
going to cost $6,900 to replace, observed that “No one 
was on hand to see whether it had been collapsed 
or not.” This statement is open to some question 
because it would be strange that the Water Com- 
mission’s “digger” would be in operation unattended. 
Likewise it shouldn’t be very difficult to determine a 
new break in a sewer from an old one even if exam- 


ination were not made until after the sewer had been* 


uncovered for considerable distance. 

Reeve Butler also cast a shadow across a situ- 
ation which had previously been made perfectly clear 
by himself, when he stated that the Water Commis- 
sion was prepared to pay part of the cost of replace- 
ment. 

Now, these two statements may have a perfectly 
simple explanation but as they now stand they tend 
to throw some doubt on a situation which up until 
now has been regarded as innocent but costly discovery. 


TIME FOR TENDERS 

Considerable criticism has been voiced following 
the letting of a contract this week by the Town of 
Lindsay without first calling for tenders. The excuse 
given for placing the contract without asking for 
bids on the job is that there is great urgency in com- 
pleting the work but this is not entirely accurate. In 
the light of information made available at the meeting, 
the work must be approved by the Ontario Municipal 
Board in any event, a procedure which may take up 
to three weeks. If this is the case then there is no 
urgency in letting the contract because work should 
not commence before the Board’s approval has: been 
received. In view of this there would be plenty of 
time to call for tenders. on the job and this should 
have been done in this case as in the letting of all 
other large scale contracts by the municipality. 

The delay created by calling for tenders could be 
made minimum -by setting a short time limit. There 
is the possibility that no other firm would bid on the 
job but then again there might be-and it is only 
right that such contracts should be let on a competi- 
tive basis. 


DANGEROUS TIME AHEAD 

Next to wintertime the season just ahead is about 
the most dangerous of the year from the standpoint 
of the motorist. This day has been a good example 
of what may be looked for throughout the next couple 
of months. 

The first frosts are touching the trees, leaves are 
falling and the autumn rains have commenced. The 
three combine to provide a dangerous surface on paved 
streets—there is nothing greasier than wet leaves on 
wet pavement. 

The driver’s slogan for the months ahead then 
should be “Take it easy!” 


NOW IS THE TIME... 

The holidays are over, most people are back on 
normal schedules for the fall and winter seasons again, 
and a more-or-less ordered way of life has been re- 
stored to the home. With this change in routine 
another change is rapidly taking place—a change in 
temperatures. Yes sir, the cooler days are here again 
and the nights will be cooler still, necessitating the 
lighting of fires for brief periods to ward off the cold. 
A reminder that this is true came in the news on 
Friday when it was reported that an oil heater had 
been turned on, lighted and flared-up, frightening the 
residents in the home. The heater was found to have 
been flooded, due to a seepage into the pan during 
the summer months when it was not used. Actually 
nothing of a serious nature developed and the con- 
dition righted itself. However, not all people might 
be so fortunate and it is therefore urgent that heating 
“ equipment be checked before being put into use again. 

\Now is the time to get heaters, stoves and fur- 
naces conditioned for the gruelling months ahead. 
Much of the work can be done fairly quickly if at- 
tempted before the real cold days return and every- 
one is clamoring for repairs at once. And in addition, 
the knowledge that your heating equipment is in first 
class condition at the outset of the season will bring 
added peace of mind and personal safety, Faulty units 
can be dangerous. 


HOW LITTLE THEY KNOW! 

It becomes increasingly and painfully apparent 
that the authorities really know very little about the 
poisonous algae formation which has been making 
its presence felt in an ever-growing number of lakes 
in the Kawartha chain. There is also*some evidence 
to indicate that the provincial authorities have little 
if any intention of trying to get to the bottom of the 
situation. It is possible that they don’t know what it’s 
all about in which case a frank statement to this

OTHERS SAY 


INTO THE LION'S JAWS 
The Toronto Milk Distributors Association has 
issued the most extraordinary statement in reply to 


Premier Frost's ultimatum that the dairies must find 
a way to cut costs. Having filled the uir for the past 
few weeks with complaints that the Milk Control 
Board was telling them how to run their business, 
the dairies now declare that they have urged the Milk 
Control Board to run it to the last detail. They say 
they haye repeatedly asked it to make an order to 
reduce the number of deliveries a week—an arrange- 
ment which they have been unable to institute by 
agreement with their employees. 

The obvious and sensible way to deal with this 
confused problem is surely not to add more regulation. 
The sensible way is to make milk available for the 
lowest possible economic price over the counter. Then 
it would be a matter of negotiation and arrangement 
with the dairy customers who preferred home delivery. 
The price to these customers would depend on their 
valuation of the service, Whether the milk was de- 
livered on three, five, six or seven days of the week 
would be determined by what the customer would be 
willing to pay. Any cost economies which might be 
evolved by this policy ought to be for the benefit of 
the consumers. All the Milk Board would then need 
to concern itself with would be the maintenance of- 
quality and health safeguards.—Globe and Mail 


FASTING FOR HEALTH 

George Lewis, a 62-year-old man has just com- 
pleted a 33 days fast at New Castle, Pa.,- “for the 
benefit of his health.’ During that time he lost 28 
pounds but says he feels fine. His only nourishment 
was water. This is an annual event with him as a 
member of an organization of “natural hygienists.” 
He broke his previous record of 28 days. 

We are inclined to think Mr. Lewis. is overdoing 
things. A short fast is undoubtedly, good for health, 
but when it stretches into weeks it becomes perilously 
near the professional stunt class. If health fasters 
believe 33 days is good for one’s health, the better 
and more sensible way would be to do it by easy in- 
stalments—say one day a month, or two every second 
month. Many people do that. Besides, the Lewis way 
requires taking a month’s holiday, and very few peo- 


ple could take that time off, and in addition they would 


not be in condition for going back to their jobs and 
doing a full day’s work, be it physical or mental. 

Tf Mr. Lewis tries to better his record year by year 
he will soon reach the time when he will not require 
to fast any more. He will have enjoyed his last meal.

THE TAXES ON GASOLINE 

Seven States have raised the tax on gasoline this 
summer, but Americans still pay much less than the 
people of Ontario. The highest tax in the United 
States is nine cents a gallon in Louisiana. The average 
state tax is 414 cents, and the lowest, which is in 
Illinois; Massachusetts, Michigan and New Jersey, is 
three cents. Altogether these taxes, paid by nearly 
45,000,000 motor vehicles of all kinds, yield about 
$1,600,000,000. 

The gasoline tax in Ontario—on a bigger gallon 
than the United States gallon—is 11 cents. A great 
many drivers remember when there was no gasoline 
tax, and a gallon of gas cost 14 cents. Today it is 
over 40, 4 

In the British Isles the gasoline tax is over 30

For example, it has been contended that 
calm, warm days exert a favorable effect on the algae 
and conversely, cool, windy days tend to prevent its 
formation. On Sunday, following a week of wet, cold 
and windy weather, the water of Sturgeon Lake was 
polluted with algae thus knocking into a cocked hat 
the theory that warm weather is more conducive to 
its growth. 

Tlow little the authorities really know about the 
algae which is creating such a problem in this dis- 
trict and how reluctant they are to get down to brass 
tacks and do something about increasing thelr know- 
ledge! Isn’t it time that they took this situation in 
hand? Must farmers in the district continue to risk 
loss of valuable livestock all because the Ontario De- 
partment of Health cannot be awakened to the neces- 
sity of taking some action?

In addition to the recipes --most 
of them for main courses-- the 
publication includes many tips on 
economy buying and preparation 
of food. For instance. It suggests 
that you use fresh fruits and veg- 
etables this season because they 
taste better, go farther, and usually 
are cheaper than canned or frozen 
ones. Often you'll be able to buy 
end-of-day bargains, but don't 
purchase more than you can use or 
store properly. 

The booklet points out that left- 
overs should go into new dishes, 
rather than the garbage pail, Mix 
leftover vegetables with dressing or 
gelatin for salads. Save liquids from 
canned fruits for gelatin salads 
and pudding sauces, Liquids from 
canned vegetables are ideal for 
soups, sauices and gravies. Veget- 
ables add extra flavor, - to diced or 
cubed meat. Save by combining rice, 
spaghetti or noodles with meat to 
make the meat go farther. For 
variety in ground meat dishes, al- 
ternate beef, pork, lamb, veal and 
ham --depending on the best buy. 
And don’t throw away stale bread, 
cookies or cake. Give them fresh 
flavor by heating in the oven or 
double boiler, 


Economy Dish 

One of the easiest to prepare of 
the economy dishes in the new 
booklet is a main dish called “veal 
birds.” 

To m.ke four servings, you will 
ned four pieces of boneless veal, 
sliced. about one-fourth inch thick, 
four carrots and vegetables shorten- 
ing for frying. 

Roll the veal slices around car- 
rots and fasten with tooth picks, 
Dip each roll in flour and brown in 
hot fat, When well-browned, add 
one-fourth cur of water. Cover and 
cooh over low heat for 45 to 60 
minutes or until the veal is tender. 
Season with salt and pepper before 
serving. 

With the veal, you might serve 
baked potatoes, green beans, date- 
nut cookies and sherbet,

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Dog Mothers Kittens Left Alone 
When Mother Cat Does Fade Out 


Two weeks ago, “Sandy” Ops 
township cat, gave birth to five 
kittens, two spanking white with 
a few sandy spots, like the mother, 
two tortoise-shell, and one fluffy 
grey. Now, Sandy has had kittens 
before, but this litter was special 
because each of the offspring was 
already “bespoke” when they were 
but a few days old. Usually the 
problem is to find homes for 
Sandy's progeny. 

‘The first tragedy occurred about 
a week ago, when an older brother 
(or, maybe it’s a sister) wantonly 
killed one of the babies while the 
mother was absent, apparently mis- 
taking the infant for a rat. So then 
there were four, and they were 
thriving, for Sandy was a good 
mother.

Pasture Problems Vary Greatly 
In Eastern and Western Canada 


(British United Press) 

The agriculture experts spend a 
lot of time warning stock raisers 
against overgrazing their pasture 
land. Too many cattle, sheep or 
horses on a given area of ground 
destroys the pasture. The grass is 
a protective covering. It holds mois- 
ture and its roots holds the top- 
soil in place, When it is cropped too 
short by grazing animals, or pulled 
out by the roots, then the pasture 
can be destroyed for ever. 

But this year, out in the western 
part of Canada, the story is rever- 
sed. 

The experts are telling the live- 
stockmen that it might be smart 
for them to cut some of their 
pasture and put it up for hay. 

It seems that the pasture grass of 
Alberta, in many cases, grew faster 
than the livestock could keep it 
down . 

It was a case of under-grazing - 
not overgrazing --that had the 
agriculturists worried. 

The Povincial Department of 
Agriculture says this has occurred 
on many pastures that were grazed 
bare by this time last year. So, 
the department's agents have been 
out telling stock men to cut the 
pasture grass where this appears to 
be the case. This will let young 
grass come up beneath the early 
growth and mature. 

On some pastures where over- 
grazing had all but stripped the 
land last year, the agents were 
urging farmers to let the young 
grass go to seed. 

On the whole, the pastures of the 
west have had a rest this year. 
They are replenishing themselves 
and growing rich and lush again. 

In the eastern part of the country 
the pasture problem {is somewhat 
different than in the west. But the 
wet summer has made pastures 
rich and healthy there, also, 
Federal officials have been testing 
grazing methods in Eastern Canada 
the last few years, 

They have come to the conclu- 
sion that the best way to manage 


pasture is to plan heavy grazing 
im many and June, and, moderate 
grazing in the fall They recommend 
that the pastures be left untouched 
during the hottest summer months. 

The farm experimenters set out 
to see if a system of rotational 
grazing could not be worked out. 
They discovered that the increased 
live-stock production and the sav- 
ings in pasture land were not 
enough to pay for the many hun- 
dreds of feet of extra fences and 
watering systems that would be 
needed on most farms for this 
system. 

Pastures that already are broken 
up by gulleys or other natura] bar- 
riers and have good natural water 
supply can be used for rotational 
grazing. 

Otherwise the tests show it isn't 
worth the trouble and cost. 

The best system is to take the 
livestock off the good pastures in 
midsummer unless the pasture is so 
big and the number of animals so 
small that there is no danger of 
over-grazing. 

Pasture land should not be graz- 
ed too closely, This doesn’t mean 
that the grass crop should be allow- 
ed to reach the haying stage, But 
Ladino and alfalfa, the major pas- 
ture plants of Eastern Canada, 
both are injured if they are grazed 
too close at the wrong time of the 
year. 

Experts say four to six inches of 
plant should be left standing. That 
is enough to guarantee the crowns 
of the alfalfa plant won’t be injur- 
ed. And it Js high enough to protect 
the running stems of Ladino. 

In the fall grazing should be 
discontinued early enough to permit 
a growth of six to eight Inches to 
develop before the freeze. That will 
give the roots a reserve of food to 
carry them through the winter and 
provide a vigorous growth in the 
spring. 

After cold weather shuts off fur- 
ther growth, the federal farm offi- 
clals say it is alright to let the 
livestock graze off the remainder of 


the stalk, (BUP)

Abundance of 
Vegetables and 
Flowers at Market 


The Lindsay Farm Market was 
exceptionally busy last week with 
every table in the town hall filled 
and a huge display of vegetable, 
plants and flowers outside on the 
sidewalk. Cut flowers of every var- 
jety were In a plentiful supply and 
buyers were on hand to pick up 
their flowers for Suhday. 

Eggs sold, as usual, at a variety 
of prices. One producer offered 
them at 45, 55 and 65 cents per 
dozen for small, medium and 
large. Others sold at 65, 70 and 75 
cents per dozen for similar grades. 
One producer offered pullet eggs 
at 40c per \dozen. Spring chickens 
sold at 65c ang 70c per pound, 
dressed welght. Year-old fow) sold 
at 55¢ per pound. 

Fruit and vegelables were pres- 
ent in quantities sufficient to meet 
the needs of all buyers. Duchess 
apples sold at 30c per six-quart 
basket and’ another unidentified 
type of apple sold at 35c. Crab- 
apples sold at 40c per six-quart 
basket and crabapple jelly was of- 
fered at 30c per jar. Elderberries 
made thelr appearance on the mar- 
ket {n some time and brought 20c 
per pint box. 

Hubbard Squash sold at 20c and 
35c depending on size. Pumpkins 
sold at 20c each, Cucumbers sold 
at varying prices, some asking 40c 
or 45c per six-quart basket and 
others selling al two cucumbers 
for 5c. Beets were 6c per bunch, 
green onions were 5c per ‘bunch, 
carrots two bunches for l6c, sweet 
red or green peppers were 5c each.

In Fenelon Falls Conference 


Fenelon Falls, Sept. 11 --With the 
strong hint of an early provincial 
election in the autumn air, Ontario’s 
Young Progressive Conservatives 
finished up a week’s summer con- 
ference at Byrnell Manor last Fri- 
day, after a thorough re-examinat- 
ion of party policies and of the 
place of young people in party af- 
fairs. "s 

This ‘was the fourth annual sum- 
mer conference the Young PO's of 
Ontario have held and, as before, 
the conference was built around in- 
fromal sessions on such subjects as 
riding organization, election work, 
understanding and combatting 
Communism, Municipal Affairs, 
Agriculture and Labour and Man- 
agement problems. 

Pogressive Conservative Leader 
George “Drew, under whose en- 
couragement these summer con- 
ferences were organized back in 
1947 ---and which are now being 
copied by the young Liberals --- 
underlined the significance of such 
meetings in his address of Friday 
night which. closed the week-long 
session. 

“You may have been studying the 
issues of the day and the role of 
the Conservative party in dealing 
with those issues,” he told his 
youthful listeners gathered here 
from most of Ontario's 90 ridings 
and from nine other provinces. “The 
very fact that you haye taken time 
to!attend this conference leaves no 
doubt about the importance you 
attach to public affairs. What is 
important ....ls to recognize that the 
survival of Democracy depends up- 
on political parties dedicated to 
the advancement of general pros- 
perity, security and the happiness of 
our people,” 

Premier Frost, who opened the 
Conference five days earlier, dwelt 
upon the same theme and paid 
tribute to the organizational spirit 
of the YPC membership. Active 
participation in the affairs of the 
Party by the rising generation was 
essential to its life and welfare, he 
sald. 

“You have come here not just to 
sit back and not criticize,” he said,

Electrically Driven Rocking Bed For 
Pollo Victim 
“Ever since that fateful Friday 
the 13th in 1929 when the newly 
invented iron lung saved the Ufe) 
of its first polio patient, thousands 
of infantile paratysis victims have 
been rescued from death by the 
bulky mechanical respirator. But 
good as the record is, doctors have 
realized right along that the iron 
lung is not the perfect apparatus 
and that it has many disadvant- 
ages.” 
I am quoting Dr. Jessie Wright, 
consultant on acute poliomyelitis 
of the Department of Health and 
Municipal Hospital, Pittsburgh, Pa., 
in the “News”, published by the 
National Foundation For Infantile 
paralysis. 

For many years, physiciahs, 
scientists and engineers have been — 
seeking a better means of helping 
those patients to beathe whose 
broathing muscles were paralyzed’ 
by polfo. © { 

Finally, in 1946, an entirely new 
type of breathing aid was invented 
called the rocking bed, developed 
at the Municipal Hospital. The 
rocking bed, the-top of which re- 
sembles an ordinary hospital bed, 
is mounted on electrically controlled 
rockers wnich seesaw the bed up 
aid down at a regulated rate. By 
adjusting the rate and degree of the 
seesaw movement, rate of breathing 
can be varied. “Many patients whose 
breathing muscles have been para- 
lyzed can once more take life-saving 
air into their lungs without being 
enclosed in a cumbersome iron 
lung’’ 

D. Wright points out that, at 
present anyway, the rocking bed is 
not intended to supplant the me- 
chanical respirator (iron lung) 
which may always be needed for 
severe chest paralysis. It is intended 
to help patients breathe outside the 
iron lung for gradually increasing 
period and thus hasten progress 
toward being able to breathe na- 
turally. 

It can readily be seen how much 
easier it is for patient and nursing 
staff to use the rocking bed for 
long periods of time than the cum- 
bersome iron lung. In addition, the 
bed’s gentle seesaw motion aids cir- 
culation and thus pevents com- 
Plication which occur when a pa- 
tient is confined to one limited po- 
sition in an iron lung. i 

During the five years of the rock- 
ing bed’s trial, doctors have become 
convinced that the bed makes it 
possible in many cases to saye the 
patient from the use of the iron 
lung. The patient also enjoys the 
freedom the bed gives him whicn 
helps him mentally and emotionally. 

The rocking bed can also be used 
in conditions other than polio -- 
poor circulation, heart condition, 
arthritis and others,

Between Employer-Staff 


“A healthy attitude is vital to 
every business” said P. J, McGinnis, 
in his address to the Lindsay Rot- 
ary Club at its weekly luncheon. 
“Businessmen every year pour a- 
way a great deal of money because 
they do not know how to handle 
the little things” said he as he spoke 
of the attitude businessmen or 
“posses” should assume towards 
their employees. 

Mr. McGinnis was introduced by 
J. E. A. McDonald, manager of the 
Bell Telephone of Lindsay. Mr. 
McDonald remarked that the spea- 
ker should be able to talk to mem- 
bers on “Human Relations in 
Management”, the topic he had 
selected for his address. Mr. Mc- 
Ginnis, he said was at present Gen- 
eral Commercial Personnel Super- 
intendent of the Bell Telephone 
Company and had at times con- 
ducted specia] courses in personnel 
management at McGill University 
in Montreal. 

As a prelude to his remarks, Mr. 
McGinnis stateq that he was not 
appearing before the Club to take 
part in any controversy over re- 
cent news released by the Bell Tel- 
phone. He said that his remarks 
were to be directed to the members 
as employers,or “bosses.” He sald 
that there is always a great deal of 
talk about this one or that one 
not having the right attitude, a bad 
attitude or a good attitude. He 
planned, he added to define how a 
goog attitude could be developed 
and show the injuries that could be 
brought by a bad attitude, 

“There are two causes for every 
action made by a human being,” 
said Mr. McGinnis, “one cause is 
the thing that happens outside the 
person and the other is the think- 
ing of the person himself.” To 
illustrate his point he told a story 
of a girl who worked in a drug- 
store and in dusting the bottles,

The first of these, said 
he, was of course, enough money 
to live and buy any necessities of 
life, The second is emotional se- 
curity, no less important, a feeling 
that he or she is part of the oper- 
ation and belongs to the firm, The 
third thing that any person wants 
is recognition for work done. Mr. 
McGinnis added that it was not 
too hard for anyone to say “Good 
morning’.’ The fourth requisite is 
self-respect and the fifth is self- 
expression, stated the speaker. An 
employee should be able to talk | 
before the boss without fear said | 
Mr. McGinnis. If any are deprived | | 
of these things, said he, they are 
apt to develop a bad attitude to- | 
wards employees, employers, neigh- 
bours and family.

The Town of Lindsay 1s plan- 
ning to seek permission to build @ 
fund to be used to pay for future 
paving programs. At a meeting of 
the council on Tuesday night, Ald. 
Lloyd Burrows introduced a mo- 
ton asking the Municipal Board 
for the necessary permission to 
start such a fund, Before the mo- 
tion was passed, one word was om- 
itted. 

The motion as originally put by 
the Chairman of Finance was to 
seek permission from the Depart- 
ment of Municipal Affairs to set 
up a specific reserve fund for road 
maintenance, repairs and construc- 
tion, into which “all” moneys and 
excess funds received which are 
not specifically earmarked will be 
placed. When the motion was in- 
troduced, Ald. Burrows was beset 
with a barrage of questions. He 
was asked what there was to pre- 


vent council from spending the 
money for some other purpose, 
what about emergency needs, who 
decides what goes into the fund 
and other similar questions. 7 

Mayor Lamb objected and reas- 
oned that any excess funds could 
be used the following year to re- 
duce the tax bill. Ald. Peirce said 
fhat he doubted that the town 
would get the necessary approval 
to start the fund. Ald. Burrows 
explained that the council could 
decide what would be placed in the 
fund. He noted that when the Ar- 
senal had made the grant, the 
money was spent very shortly for 
unbudgeted things. He suggested 
that windfalls such as this be plac- 
ed in the fund to be used at the

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end of five years for a paving pro- 
gram. Several members of council 
stated that they agreed with the 
plan in principal but ‘stated also 
that the motion was a little too 
binding, Ald. Williamson said that 
the Chairman of Finance was try- 
ing to introduce planned spending, 
a thing that was needed in the 
council instead of remaining until. 
that the money that could be used 
in the fund could be put in the 
general rate to reduce the taxes 
on the following year. Deputy- 
reeve Greaves remarked that in 
cases such as that the money would 
be spent at the next meeting of the 
council intsead of remaining until 
the following year. - 

His Worship again asked coun- 
cil for some solution that would 
reduce the mill-rate. Ald. William- 
son stated that the reduction in 
any year would be no more 
a mill which would make little 
difference in anyone's tax Dill.

GOLD-FINCH 
Sunderland (PNS) — The Gold- 


finch or “Wild Canary” is one of 
the best loved birds. 

In his summer plumage he is 
much in evidence now» with his 
body and shoulders bright yellow, 
crown black, wings and tail black 
and white and tail forked. With 
his mate, who is of more somber 
toned plumage of olive brown a- 
bove, dull yellow below and wings 
‘ang tail a dull black with white 
bars, he leads their brood , about 
the August thistles. 

The golfinch has many pretty 
Ways during al] seasons, in spring 
his song is of most Joyous tones. 
In the peculiar flight song in which 
he indulges in the mating season, 
beating the air with his round 
open wings his tones are fairly 
ecstatic, His call to his mate when 
she is brooding, and when he cir- 
cles about her in that long, bilowy 
flight, the crests of his aixy waves 


calling “Perchic-o-pee, perchic- 
o-pee” as if he were saying “For 
love of thee, for love of thee,” and 
she éalling back, “Yes, dearie, yes 
dearie’—his tones at such times 
express contentment and reasur- 
ance. On the other hand when 
any of his natural enemies appear 
such as a hawk, a cat or a jay his 
tones are plaintive in sorrow and 
not in anger. 

The young at this season 
heard in similar, tones; when in 
July, the nesting has begun, the 
female talks the prettiest baby talk 
to her mate as he feeds her. The 
nest-building rarely begins until 
thistledown can be had so liteerally 
are all the ways of this darling 
bird, ways of softness and gentle- 
ness, The nest is a thick, soft, warm 
structure, securely fastened in the 
fork of a maple or an apple tree 
and lined with down. 

The fondness of goldfinches for

These birds are primarily seed- 
destroyers, eating in the spring 
from dandelions in June from the 
daisy, in July from the purple 
aster and wild carrot, while in 
August they concentrate on the 
thistles and wild lettuce. In Sep- 
tember it will be noticed that the 
beggar-tick and ragweed are eag- 
erly sought. 

If one wishes to attract these 
most joyous and light-hearted of 
all the feathered throng to the 
garden it is only necessary to sow | 
sunflowers, the seeds of which pro- 
vide the handsome little goldfinch | 
with a rare delicacy, The black and 
gold of the plumage of these jolly 
birds makes a pretty sight against 
the yellow petals and dark cen- 
tres of the great flowers. 


It is impossible to convey ade- 
quately any idea of the exquisite 
tenderness of thelr voices and the 
perfect harmony which they ex- |

emplify in their blithesome and 
sociable demeanor. 

It is very gratifying to bird loy- 
ers to know that these little feath- 
ered friends will not leave us when 
summer fades into autumn, but will 
stay to winter over most of their 
breeding range which extends from’ 
south-central Canada to Northern 
Georgia. : 

In winter, the gold finch is found 
in flocks and it can be distinguish- 
ed by its undulating flight, it 
flight note, “per-chickory” and its 
call note. In winter the brilliant 
-coloured male assumes the more 
somber plumage colouration of his 
mate. 

Among those bird lovers who 
have successfully tamed these lit- 
tle wild canaries, the late Jim 
McColly will be ever remdember- 
ed. 5 

For years this ardent Blackwater 
Ornithologist cared for any lit- 
tle fledgling goldfinch which he 
found hurt or fallen from the 
nest. By placing it safely in a 
cage the adult bird would find 
and feed it and thus tide it over 
the tender baby stage.

An article of interest to many of + 
the old timers in the Lindsay area 
comes from North Bay this week.

A SLIGHT OVERSIGHT 

In all the discussions about the cost of living these 
days it is only on rare occasions that anything is said 
about the part that taxes are playing in keeping it up. 
Perhaps there isn’t much point in saying anything 
about it since taxes, like death, are apparently in- 
escapable but at least some hope always seems to 
“spring eternal” where taxes are concerned. It is al- 
ways hoped that the powers that be will use a little 
discretion in applying taxes where they wil do the most 
good and work the least hardship but this hope has 
fallen on barren ground insofar as the present federal 
administration is concerned. When it decided to in- 


crease the amount of income tax that people should. 


pay, it increased it all across the board. This 20 per 
cent surtax worked a real hardship on those families 
who are barely in taxable income brackets because 
it meant the equivalent of about 1.3 percent less 
take home pay. Im turn this was equal to an im- 
mediate increase in the cost of living where it could 
ill be afforded—in the low income brackets. The situa- 
tion was made less tolerable when it became known 
that while the government was working this hardship 
on the people, it was amassing the greatest cash sur- 
plus that the nation has ever had. 

At the moment the low income group seems to be 
the target for the majority of anti-inflation moves. 
Purchasing is made extremely difficult for them through 
the application of stringent credit controls and then 
purchasing is made increasingly difficult by taking 
away more of their surplus cash. 

Credit controls and extra income tax payments 
are a hardship on many families who are already 
having all they can do to maintain a decent standard 
of living in the face of exorbitant food prices. Why, 
they are asking, isn’t more attention focussed on ways 
and means of curbing the principal factor in these 
inflationary times which is the cost of eating? 


Others Say 


TORTURED TOOTSIES 

Punishment applied to the collective lower dorsum 
of the shoe industry might be the means of eliminating 
the atrocities that are offered to women in the name 
of style. 

The accepted definition of a shoe is “a covering 
for the human foot,” but some of the creations put 
out by the industry (at nearly $20 a pair) cover very 
little of the foot, and in fact seem designed to sep- 
arate the toes from the heels at this traction portion 
of the human anatomy.

Emotional Conflicts As a Cause Of 
“Trap” Headaches 

I attended a large medical con- 
vention some years ago and in 
the department of eye, ear, nose 
and throat the subject of headache 
was discused by several specialists. 
While it was admitted that eye 
strain was the cause of headache 
in some cases, it was not the com- 
monest cause. At a more ‘recent 
convention, the speakers were of 
the opinion that eye strain was, 
after all, a very common cause. 

In Medical Journal of Australia, 
Dr. J. Bostock states that in an 
attempt to discover the cause of 
his own headaches, he first investi- 
gated his eyes for errors of refrac- 
tion. The purpose of glasses with 
various corrections for his astig- 
matism had, however, only fleet- 
ing effects. Focal infection and in- 
toxication or poisoning from wastes 
in his blood were the ninvestigated, 
but despite removal of his tonsils, 
and purgatives, his headaches con- 
tinued. 

It was suggested to him that the 
chief cause of his headaches was 
repressed hate. Repressed hate is 
related to conflict. There is war 
in the mind between what he desires 
and what he can obtain. There is 
an underlying frustration; the suf- 
ferer is in a trap, He wishes to es- 
cape but the exits are barred. 
When this situation ‘arises, the 
headache appears. 

Dr. Bostok gives illustrative ex- 
amples of “trap” headache and 
shows that treatment of the emot- 
jons by psychotherapy is highly 
satisfactory. The patient is en- 
couraged to dig down into his in- 
ner consciousnes and ring to the 
surface the conflict and its causes. 
By carefully discussing this conflict 
and having the patient understand 
how this conflict causes his head- 
aches, the patient can, by help Of 
the physician or by himself, work 
out the solution to his problem, The 
headaches will then disappear. 

Now headache, like other aches 
or symptoms, can be saused by 
real or organic disease but we must 
always remember that emotional 
disturbances, such as conflicts of 
the mind can cause these same 
symptoms. 

“Trap” headaches is not the com= 
monest type of headache but emo- 
tional disturbances are a common 
cause, Indigestion, constipation, 
Sluggish liver and gal bladder, in- 
fection are more frequent causes 
but if investigation shows none of 
these conditions to be the cause, 
then the emotional condition should 
be investigated.

Music Blocks 

They have a new way to teach 
musical theory to children. They 
use blocks of wood with the differ- 
ent notes painted on them and they 
will remember the symbols and the 
melodies because they've made and 
seen them in block form, The dozen.

sharps and flats, whole and half 
tones.

For Sewing Headaches 

‘There’s no such thing as a per- 
fect figure... at least it seems that 
way to women who sew. Something 
always has to be adjusted, taken in 
let out, or altered in some other/way 
to fit. 

Making patterns fit is a constant 
source of trouble vo all homemakers, 
but a California woman has comeup 
with a cure for this headache. 

Miss CInudia Walker of San 
Francisco has developed a basic 
pattern made of cotton crinoline 
which is designed to solve the home 
sewers fitting problem. The seven- 
part crinoline pattern makes the 
adjusting of every tissue pattern -- 
regardless of style --an automatic 
matter before the seamstress actu- 
ally begins cutting. Use of the basic 
crinoline pattern requires but a few 
minutes and is said to eliminate 
fittings of the garment itself. 

The seven parts of the basic 
crinoline pattern are sewn together 
to make a guide taken from indivi- 
dual body patterns. The pieces can 
be put together in about half an 
hour--and then with the use of 
the permanent pattern, all future 
patterns easily are made to fit. 

The crinoline pattern allows for 
peculiarities of individual figures-- 
such as hip slant, shoulder set and 
armhole size. These measurements 
are pinfitted, pencil-marked, and 
trimmed on the crinoline pieces. 
‘The resulting basic pattern makes 
further tape measuring unnecessary 
and lets the seamstress know auto- 
matically what adjustments are ne- 
cessary in paper patterns before 
materials are cut. It can also be 
used as a guide for making knitted 
garments, 


Fall Picnics 

With lovely fali days on the way 
chances are that picnics will hold 
the weekend spotlight. 

And here’s a new food angle for 
outings -o-ne that’s easy on both 
cook and frolickers. 

It's a meal in a can ....but not the 
usual one-dish meal you use a can 
opener to get to, This particular 
meal is one you car cook in a can-~- 
a can about th - size of a one 
pound coffee container. 

Nutritionists suggest for the one- 
can meal a pork chop, cabbage, po- 
tatoes, celery, carrots and onions. 
| This is all cooked at one time in 
| the coffee can, and the meal com- 
pleted with apple slices and toasted 
marshmallows, ice tea and bread. 

For cooking, manufacturers use an 
assembly line method of filling the 
can with chopped cabbage ,the pork 
chop and diced celery --sliced po- 
tatoes --sliced carrots, sliced onions 
and seasonings, Two or three table- 
spoons of water will furnish the 
liquid for steam in the container, 
Put the lid on securely and place 
the covered cans directly into the 
bed of coals. i 

Thirty minutes of cooking ....and 
presto, your individual meal in a 
can is ready for hungry outdoors- 
men,

A. Use a mixture of one part 
hot vinegar and two parts linseed 
oil Apply this solution with «a 
cloth and rub the leather dry. Then 
polish with another clean cloth. 


Q. How can I punch a new hole 
in leather when shortening the 
sewing machine belt, or any simil- 
ar job? 

A. Heat a large needle red hot, 
Hold the needle with pair of pliers 
and it will penetrate the leather 
very readily. 


Q. How can I remedy leaky bot- 
tle cork? 

A. Remove the cork and place 
in boiling water. Let remain until 
water is cool; then place the cork 
in the bottle and it will be as good 
as new.

there was a definite chance that 
milk consumers might turn to 
powdered or evaporated milk rath- 
er than whole milk now being used 
in such quantities, He noted that 
in the city of Winnipeg today, half 
the milk sold was evaporated or 
powdered. He stated that since milk 
was such an essential product, it 
was necessary that it be supplied in 
generous portions to mankind — or 
a substitute would have to be 
found. 

He noted that several methods of 
reducing milk distribution costs 
had been investigated. One sugges- 
tion was a central dairy. A chief 
defect of this system would be the 
fact that competition would be ab- 
sent and it would only be a short 
time until milk would meet the 
necessary butterfat standards, no 
more, no less. 

Some had mentioned dairy zones 
whereby certain sections of the 
municipality would be alloted to 
an appointed dairy, said His Wor- 
ship. This had been, mentioned, 
he pointed out, because many were 
of the opinion that the milk driy- 
er spent most of his time riding 
from house to house. He maintain- 
ed that a mikman spent 80 per 
cent of his time out of the truck. 
Another defect in this system was 
that certain sections of the city 
were now established and there 
would be mo chance of creating 
any extra business whereas other 
sections were just opening up. 

Three-day deliveries had also 
been suggested said he but this 
plan had been dropped when it 
was, felt that the milk drivers 
laid off the streets would have to 
be absorbed in the plant or a labour 
dispute would follow. 

In his discussion on the Milk 
Board, he concluded that the 
Board was made up of responsible 
citizens who were trying to do what 
was best for producer, distributor 
and consumer. +

THE FARM MARKET DISAPPOINTING 
TO HARD PRESSED CONSUMERS .... 

Usually when people think of a market they asso- 
ciate it with reduced prices--a place where they may 
go and expect to purchase goods at below regular 
prices and sometimes at genuine bargain levels. No 
doubt when the “farm market” was established at 
Lindsay a lot of townsfolk presumed that it would 
be a splendid idea because they would now be able 
to purchase farm produce at wholesale or slightly 
above wholesale price levels. That they have been 
disappointed is hardly necessary to point out, but it 
might be in the best interests of those using the mar- 
ket to sell their produce to state that disappointment 
is growing into resentment .... There is a strong 
and growing feeling in the minds of many Lindsay 
people that the market is not serving the purpose for 
which it was designed. This feeling is heightened by 
the eyer-mounting costs of foodstuffs and the desire 
to economize by most housewives. 

The space at the Town Hall for holding the mar- 
ket is given free to the vendors by the Town of Lind- 
say. Their only expense in connection with marketing 
their produce is that of bringing it to market and 
their time. Naturally, a vendor would expect to re- 
ceive a slightly higher than wholesale price for his 
products when it is necessary for him to display them 
and sell in individual quantities, But in view of the 
fact that there is no expense in connection with the 
market space prices should be lower than retail levels. 
As recently as last Saturday this has not been the 
ease and in most instances the prices have been at 
retail level. 

As long as this situation prevails the farm mar- 
ket is going to prove disappointing to hard-pressed 
consumers who are looking for an opportunity to save 
a little money by buying direct from the producer. If 
they cannot do this the market is not serving them 
as fully as it might. Do you agree? 


TRAFFIC SURVEY AND REGULATION 
ARE BADLY NEEDED HERE... 

Council's decision to proceed with a traffic survey 
in Lindsay will no doubt receive the endorsation of 
many Lindsay citizens, motorists and pedestrians alike. 
Conditions have not been entirely satisfactory for those 
in either category for some while now and, while per- 
fection is never likely to be achieved, it is amply 
evident that some adjustments are necessary for the 
public good. 

Reference is frequently made to the newly-paved 
main street and there are allegations of speeding along 
it. Ths is a condition which must be thoroughly 
looked into and excessive driving rates curtailed. There 
are two large schools along this street and at certain 
hours of the day driving fast can be a real hazard. 
Even the prescribed 30 miles per hour along the street 
may be found too fast when schools are open. A survey 
might conceivably recommend a lower speed limit 
along Kent Street during the hours between 8 a.m. 
and 5 p.m. 

Then there is the Wellington-William Street inter- 
section which has never been satisfactorily disposed 
of. Further recommendations might be made concern- 
ing this point. The hazard of rutted railway crossings 
also may come in for some consideration as could the 
matter of providing some kind of protection to all 
travellers at all railway crossings within the town 
limits. Several of Lindsay’s railway crossings are 
particularly hazardous to cross, especially with long 
rows of box cars blocking the view of both pedestrians 
and motorists. 

Parking, of course, is becoming a major problem 
and serious thought must be given to trying to cope 
with the future needs of the town in this respect. It 
is not enough to provide parking meters, parking ac- 
commodation should also be arranged for those who 
are not disposed to pay for the privilege. 

These are only a few of the things which a traffic 
survey might take into consideration but no number 
of suggestions or recommendations will be worth the 
time they take to record unless positive action follows. 


THE TRANS-CANADA AND LINDSAY... 

The Trans-Canada Highway, a major undertaking 
which is currently being surveyed and constructed in 
this section of Canada, is a development whch will 
probably have a profound effect on any community’s 
industrial life through which it passes. At the moment 
there doesn’t seem to be a great deal of interest 
locally as to the course the highway follows insofar 
as Lindsay is concerned. Opinion seems to be divided 
among those who are thinking about it as to whether 
it would be best to have the road follow a course 
through the town or around it but there is no doubt 
that the route will greatly influence certain aspects of 
the town’s economic life. 

The Trans-Canada Highway eventually is going 
to represent a major transcontinental transportation 
route and, with the trend toward highway transport 
on a greater than ever scale, it is conceivable that in 
the years to come this highway will mean to Canada 
what the two transcontinental railroads mean to it 
now. This applies both from a passenger and a freight 
standpoint. With this in mind it would be unfortunate 
if the Town of Lindsay were to take an indifferent 
attitude towards the course of highway — it could 
conceivably have beneficial or disastrous results on 
the town and it is most important that the town have 
some say in the route of a highway which will play 
such a prominent part In the economic development 
of Canada. However, there would be no point in just 
making a recommendation without giving the matter 
some study. Perhaps Town Council could appoint a 
committee to look into this matter and ensure that 
the town’s best interests are served.

Perhaps they will be 
sufficiently effective—but Canada and Canadians can- 
not afford to wait much longer for the evidence, while 
contrary evidence piles up a new cost-of-living high 
of 188.9—Peterborough Examiner

GOVERNMENT GARNISH 

Federal civil servants owe hundreds of thousands 
of dollars to business and professional men. But their 
salaries, unlike those of office and factory workers, 
cannot be garnisheed. Consequently, any Federal civil 
servant who has up a bill with his doctor or dentist 
or plumber can tell him to whistle for his money. 

These facts were brought to public attention this 
week by Mr. Wilfrid P. Gregory of Stratford, who heads 


the civil justice section of the Canadian Bar Associa-- : 


tion. They will be placed before the general meeting 
of the Bar Association today, with a recommendation 
that the Government abandon this and other “out- 
dated rights.” Mr. Gregory told the section: 

The law as it stands actually encourages Fed- 
eral civil servants to get into debt. Ordinarily, if 
some one owes you money, you can get a court 
order and garnishee his wages. But the Federal 

Government does not recognize these court orders. 
So how does the merchants or professional man get 
his money. 

It is worthy of note that while the Federal Gov- 
ernment does not permit the salaries of its own 
employees to be garnisheed, it is quite ready to gar- 
nishee the salaries of business and industrial employees. 
Tf an office or factory worker doesn’t pay his full 
income tax by April 30, and if he ignores the warnings 
subsequently sent to him, then around the middle or 
the end of August, the Department. of Revenue will 
move in with a garnishee order, telling his employer 
how much is to be taken off his pay, and in how many 
instalments. 

Being garnisheed is painful enough in itself. But 
being garnisheed by people who cannot themselves 
be garnisheed, who can and do thumb their noses at 
their creditors—that is too much to take. We trust 
the Canadian Bar Association will call upon Ottawa 
to end this absurdity—Globe and Mail

adian citizens. We must realize that 
privileges and opportunities bring 
responsibilities. If we would pre- 
serve our rghtful heritage...thaf 
of living in a free country with all 
the many freedoms we enjoy we 
must be ever aware that we have 
duties and responsibilities.” She 
continued “A good citizen is not 
content to just sit quietly...he finds 
his place in any community. We 
have a wonderful opportunity of 
demonstrating the desirable qual- 
ities which belong to the good citi- 
zen in welcoming newcomers to 
our land. Everyday citizenship is 
demonstrated with the smile, the 
friendly greeting, the word of 
thanks for services rendered, a 
watchful eye for opportunities to 
serve in turn; cheerful recognition 
of the ‘rights and dignities of 
others.” In concluding she said, 
“These simple everyday things cost 
little, but mean a lot.” 

Canadian songs Were sung by the 
group during the afternoon, Mrs. 
R. Carr gave a brief talk on the 
advancement of Canada during the 
past century. “Actually 100 years 
ago Canada was so poor that only 
the most primitive life was possible. 
Most people had neither the time 
nor the money to devote themselves 
to the higher things of life, or even 
to indulge in luxuries. Their chief 
relaxations were found in fishing 
and hunting and in the case of the 
women in needlework; and these 
occupations were closely connected 
with the business of earning a 
livelihood. A century ago travel was 
slow and difficult. There was no 
aeroplanes, motor cars, trains, 
buses or streetcars. There were 
then no roads of concrete or as- 
}phalt, Just as travel was difficult, so 
Was communication. There were no 
telegraphs, wireless or otherwise 
and no telephones. There were 
post offices, but no postmen to de- 
liver letters; and the cost of send- 
ing letters by post was prohibitive 
for poor people. Envelopes were 
unknown and letters were folded 
and sealed with wax. Most houses 
Were of wood, built either with 
logs or boards, There were no fur- 
maces and very few stoves. ,Hauses 
were lit by candles. The streets 
of the largest towns were unlit 
and people used lanterns or torches 
when abroad at night. Food also 
was very different, There were none 
of those imported fruits, such as 
oranges, lemons, dates or raisins 
which are so common today. Tea 
and coffee, bejng imported, were 
80 expensive that they were beyond 
the reach of the ordinary house-

There was little actual 
money in the country; and much 
of this was in the form of a variety 
of coins. The Canadian dollar was 
then unknown; accounts were kept 
in “York Shillings”. The merchants 
and the one or two banks which 
had been founded issued notes or 
promises to pay, but this was the 
only paper money) in circulation. 
Credit was freely given and often 
payment was made in, goods or 
labour. It is truly amazing the 
progress made by the people of 
Canada, almost within the memory 
of the living. We owe a debt of 
gratitude to those who have helped 
to make Canada what she is today.”

The Starling 
Sunderland (PNS) The common 
Starling is much in the limelight. 
these sunny autumnal days. Even 
the most casual observer of feath- 
ered friends, stops In amazement as 
he views the immense flocks of 
these birds which are in numbers 
hard to estimate, but unning into 
thousands, 

"A darkening ot the sky, an inces- 

sant squeaking from thousands of 
Starling thoats, designates flocks 
closing in from north, east, south 
and west, all coming to rest in a 
great elm tee. A would be bird con- 
ference seems to be in progress, 
with thousands of voices chipping 
in. The immensity of the affair 
entralls all who observe it and then 
with a great roar the bird congre- 
gation takes flight. The flocks a- 
light in the nearby fields arising 
again and again to take more prac- 
tice flights and join their throng 
with other flocks of “birds of af 
feather.”

‘The vagaries of Mother Nature's 
children are many and interesting 
and a pretty would be solution of 
thess autumnal bird congregations 
and flights is interpretated by some 
authentic orinthinoligists this way. 

As these birds are evidently not 
practising for a long flight south, 
many remaining all winter near 
nesting grounds, it has been con- 
cluded that these immense gath- 
erings are more or less coming out 
parties for the young birds of this 
year.

At the 
end of this mark a 7 1-2 -foot 
gouge mark was plainly visible in 
the surface of the curve. Beyond 
this mark stood a 1940 Buick which 
had apparently skidded along the 
Toadway on its right side before 
rolling back on its wheels to come 
to rest.

Hit Man So Hard 
Upper Plate Shattered 

“Does 2 man have to answer to 
individuals such as these after 
carrying out his duty?” asked 
Crown Attorney Lb, W. Jordan, K.C., 
at the conclusion of a hearing of 
two Lindsay men charged with the 
assault of a deputy game warden. 
The two accused, one 25 and the 
other 56 years old, were charged 
with assault causing actual bodily 
harm against the person of a deputy 
game warden also from Lindsay. 

The complainant, the deputy 
game warden, took the stand and 
told Magistrate Gee that he had 
been sitting in a restaurant on 
Kent Steet on the evening of Sep- 
tember 17th when he saw two men 
walking past who,noted that he was 
the deputy game warden. The wit- 
ness said that he took no more 
notice of the two antil he got 
outside and was proceeding east 
jalong Kent Street. He sald that 
the two accused then walked down 
the street, one one each side, blam- 
ing him for a fine that one had to 
pay in July for a violation of the 
Game and Fisheries Act. When the 
trio reached the corner of Kent and 
Lindsay Streets, siad the deputy, 
the 56-year-old man struck him in 
the eye Knocking him to the ground. 
A kick was then delivered to the 
back of his head. His upper plate — 
Was broken in the scuffle. 

A 26-year-old man took the stand 
and told of seeing the two men at- 
tack the deputy and of running to 
his aid| He said that he chased the 
younger man for a block before he 
caught him. The older man escaped 
through a back yard.

THE BEST FAIR THUS FAR 

Tt seems to be generally agreed that the 1951 
Lindsay Central Exhibition was the best fair ever 
staged in Lindsay. Usually fairs come and go and 
very little is heard about them after they have passed 
put such has not been the case with Lindsay Fair 
this year. 

Favored with excellent weather for all but the 
closing day, the fair attracted unusually large crowds 
for its preliminary showings. The grandstand, made 
more attractive by the mild nights, was well-filled for 
each performance and it has been generally agreed 
that the talent presented this year easily surpassed 
that of former years.

First Career imvestigator Appointed 
Some months ago I wrote about 
the great step forward made in 
research work on the heart by the 
American Hea-t Associetion. This 
organization now makes an an- 
nual appeal similar to that of can- 
cer and polio organizations to the 
public for funds to further research 
work. Their latest effort in the use 
of these funds is proviamg out- 
standing research workers with 
enousa money to give <aeir full 
time to research work on the heart 
and blood vessels instead of part 
time only, as most of them had to 
practise medicine or teach in medi- 
cal schools to make a living. As 
these research workers will be mak- 
ing a career for themselves, tue 
career heing that of intensive re- 
seer-h they aive been given the 
name of Career Investigator. 
Prsident Lois N. Katz of the 
American Heart Association has 
announced the appointment of Dr. 
Victor Lorber, of Cleveland, Ohio, 
as their first Career Investigator. 
Dr. Lerber, Associate Professor of 
Biochemistry at Western Reserve 
University. will be given a salary, 
Which will enable nim to not only 
do iis own research work on heart 
and blood vessels but exchange 
findings with other research wor- 
kers on problems of heart and 
blood vessels. And this~ new 
type of research support, which has 
Jong been advocated by leading 
scientists. in this country, makes it 
possible for investigators to devote 


life-long careers to medical re- 
search. 
Dr. Katz points out that the 


Career Investigator is free to en- 
gage in research work of his own 
choosing.. He may work in any in- 
stitution in the United States (or 
Canada) which offers adequate fa- 
cilities. 

I belleve we will all agree that, 
as diseases of the heart and blood 
vessels cause more deaths and ili- 
ness than any other disease, and 
this occurs among our most valu- 
able citizens in the prime of their 
intellectual power, these Career In- 
vestigators are worthy of every en- 
couragement, financial and other- 
wise. 

Dr! Katz says further, “Our 
primary task is to discover the 
underlying or basic causes of the 
most common types of heart and 
blood vessel diseases since this will 
lead to their more certain cure and 
prevention,” In order to make the 
most rapid progress toward this 
goal, it is essential to give unencum- 
bered support to the best research 
brains in the country. 

There is bound to be great results 
in this most important work when 
a gifted research worker can ae- 
vote all his time to the investigat- 
jon of heart and blood vessel 
diseases which affect practically 
every family in the country.

EDITORIALS | 


NOT A CHANCE... 

Many of the so-called gambling devices which are 
featured on the Midway of almost every exhibition of 
any size shouldn't really be classed under that head- 
ing at all. The reason for this contention lies in 
the fact that relatively few of the gaming gadgets 
at exhibitions offer the gullible public any gamble 
for their money whatsoever—the odds are 100 per 
cent against them ever winning anything. By one trick 
or another the people who operate these games make 
certain except for a few “come on’ awards, no one 
will win any prizes. They push the bait temptingly 
close to induce the victim to play for heavier stakes 
until his cash is gone and then the much sought after 
trophy is moved back into its comfortable place in 
the “prize rack.” 

However, it is not the discovery or the knowledge 
that many of these games are unusually deceptive and 
dishonest which is so annoying. The really disturbing 
thing about them is that responsible people tolerate 
their presence at exhibitions, knowing full well that 
a number of innocently gullible fellow citizens are 
likely to be victims of their unscrupulous practises. 

Should the public not be protected as fully as 
possible against this sort of thing at all times or are 
morals to be relaxed temporarily during the exhibition 
season with the “unseeing” approval of the authorities? 


THE BATTLE OF CONTROLS 

One of the bitterest battles in Canada’s long 
economic history shows signs of emerging out of the 
present inflationary chaos which threatens to engulf 
the nation. It is the “battle of controls.” 

It appears that everybody who favors controls 
favors only those controls which are apt to benefit 
them most. The wage earner wants controls on his 
essential purchases such as the price of foodstuffs, to 
ensure that he is able to feed his family properly on 
the money he earns. The basic producers of food 
don’t want controls on food products without con- 
trols on wages and so it goes. It is obvious that 
controls as we know them today would not do a 
satisfactory job applied in any one quarter and even 
general controls offer very little hope of proving satis- 
factory. It gets monotonous producing something for 
the same return year in and year out just as it would 
get monotonous working for the same salary year in 
and year out. The key to a healthy economy would 
be lost—the incentive to keep going, to progress and 
to improve would be removed. 

The solution to the present dilemma may have 
to be found in applying some temporary restrictive 
legislation to prevent indecent practises in all fields 
of enterprise. It should not be impossible to discour- 
age the prevailing practise of charging all the traffic 
will bear for goods and services. Wailure to do so is 
likely to result in serious internal economic distur- 
bances. There is evidence that one phase of these 
disturbances is shaping up again in the form of new 
wage demands which in turn will likely be used as 
reasons for new price demands. This sort of see-saw 
upward spiralling of wages and prices can go on but 
it is working a very great hardship on those who are 
on fixed incomes and those who are not covered by 
cost-of-living bonuses which advance automatically 
with the cost index.

OTHERS SAY 


A BOOK ABOUT UNDERWEAR 

It’s odd what subjects people can find to write 
books about, 

Professor G. Willett Cunnington of London Uni- 
versity has just produced a large volume on “The 
History of Underwear.’ It doesn’t sound very inspir- 
ing, but no doubt the professor found his researches 
quite interesting, and it should be particularly imter- 
esting to people in the shirt and union suit business. 

Wearing underwear appears to have begun in Italy 
and France during the Middle Ages, and did not spread 
to England until about 200 years ago. The knights of 
old, whether riding into battle, or jousting in the King’s 
court, adopted a sort of underwear by putting on a 
pair of pants or a petticoat to protect them from the 
cold winds that blew through the joints in their coats 
of mail. Dr. Cunnington believes that the Pilgrim 
Fathers suffered a great deal from the cold when they 
crossed the Atlantic 331 years ago because they had 
no underwear—St. Thomas Times-Journal 


LENGTH OF HUMAN LIFE 

The problem of the length of human life has 
never been solved with any approach of certainty, 

Length of life depends partly on conditions over 
which the human being can exercise some control, but 
also in part on conditions which he cannot change. 

Fatal accidents come in the latter class, and they 
are always occurring. A falling weight, a speeding 
motor, a crashing plane, a mist-enveloped steamer, a 
railway train is as likely to prove fatal to a person 
who lives carefully, as to one who is habitually in 
danger as to his movements or occupations. But the 
length of life may quite certainly be prolonged by 
modes and habits of daily life, if these are the out- 
come of scientific knowledge, of steady resolution, and 
of rational vigilance. 

Duration of life may be prolonged in a variety of 
ways. What and when we eat or drink or sleep has 
a great deal to do with it. So also has what we wear. 
In such matters one can shorten his life by reckless- 
ness or ignorance or prolong it by watchful care and 
intelligent observation. 

Insurance statistics inform us that life is on aver- 
age slowly but certainly lengthening, and prolongation 
would progress more rapidly if people would study 
themselves: avoid tempting Providence by self-indul- 
gence; eat, drink and work more in accordance with 
the lessons resulting from experience; and persistently 
practise the modes of life discovered by careful self- 
observation. The chief objection to all this is that it 
would be hard on the doctors.—Oshawa Times-Gazette 


TOO MANY POOR DRIVERS 

Figures published in these columns a few days 
ago showed that the number of persons killed in 
motor accidents in Ontario was more than 10 per 
cent greater in August last than in the corresponding 
month of 1950. Figures for the first eight months of 
1951 were similarly a good deal higher than for the 
first eight months of 1950. 

Last weekend, in the North Bay area alone, here 
was the accident toll: five dead, two seriously hurt, 
an unstated number less seriously injured, and five 
automobiles destroyed. 

The number of fatalities and other motor acci- 
dents which occurred at North Bay in a single week- 
end is not representative of the province as a whole, 
but it does indicate that the trend recently mentioned 
by the Ontario Intelligencer is continuing. 

No stringency of the law, no number of improved 
highways and no increase in policing will take the 
place of individual care in driving a motor vehicle. 

One thing which the provincial authorities can 
do to reduce the highway slaughter is to stiffen the 
examination which must be taken by those seeking 
the right to drive. 

At the present time, a large proportion of those 
driving cars and trucks on Ontario’s roads must be, 
either physically or temperamentally, incapable of driy- 
ing safely —Ontario Intelligencer 


ARE CIGARETTES OVERTAXED 

According to a Canadian Press dispatch from 
Simcoe, the Norfolk County Council is “unanimously” 
supporting the demands of the Ontario Flue Cured 
Tobacco Marketing Board for a reduction in the ex- 
cise tax on cigarettes. 

Fred Cunningham, who is the reeve of Windham 
Township and a director of the tobacco marketing 
board, claim cigarette sales have decreased 17 per 
cent since the recent tax increase forced cigarette 
prices higher. 

Mr. Cunningham estimated that by the end of 
the current year the federal government will have 
Jost about $20,000,000 in reyenue through the drop in 
cigarette sales. 

Throughout the district in western and south- 
western Ontario in which tobacco is an important 
source of farm income, growers are holding protest 
meetings. The growers and their spokesmen purpose 
meeting Finance Minister Douglas Abbot on Sep- 
tember 20th to state their case. 

When cigarettes were selling at 85 cents per 
package of 20, the government was collecting approxi- 
mately 23 cents, or about two-thirds of the retail 
price, in taxation. Since the price has been raised, it 
may be assumed that the government is still collecting 
about two-thirds of the retail price in taxation. 

Whether cigarettes are regarded as a necessity, 
a luxury, or a curse, it can scarcely be argued that 
taxation on any such scale as that at present levied 
is reasonable. If Mr. Cunningham is correct, or nearly 
correct, in his estimate that the government is going 
to lose $20,000,000 this year through decreased cigar- 
ette sales, it is not even expedient. 

In the United States, cigarettes are taxed by both 
the federal and state governments. In spite of this 
double taxation, which does not apply in Canada out- 
side Quebec, the American smoker buys his cigarettes 
for less than half the Canadian price.

Nearly 10-thousand workers in 
the millinery trade have banded 
together to denounce Canadian 
stores that import thousands of 
foreign-made hats for women. 

The Millinery Workers Union 
of Canada has protested that this 
practice deprives Canadian work- 
ers of their livelihood and lowers 
their standard of living. Union ex- 
ecutives also warn that measures 
will be taken if, what they term 
“unreasonable importation of for- 
eign creations, so-called” is not 
halted. 

Other union officers point out 
that they believe mass importation 
of millinery stifles creative talents 
in Canadian designers and forces 
“a\mass culture” on Canadian wo- 
men who prefer to buy Canadian 
anyway.”

The ingredients are 3-4 cup sugar, 
3-4 cup cocoa, 1 egg, 2-3 cup milk, 
2-3 cup shortening, 1 1-4 cups suger, 
3 eggs, 2 1-4 cups cake flour, sifted, 
1 teaspoon salt, 1-2 teaspoon bak- 
ing powder, 2-3 cup cold water 1 
3-4 teaspoon soda, 1-4 cup warm 
water and 1 teaspoon vanilla. Mix 
3-4 cup sugar and cocoa together; 
add egg and beat well, then add 
milk, Blend, Cook over boiling wa- 
ter, stirring often, until mixture is 
consistency of thick white sauce, 
Remove from boiling water and 
coo}, Preheat over to 350. Prepare 
two 9-inch or three 8-inch cake 
pans by lining bottoms with 2 
sheets Waxed paper; grease well 
Cream shortening and sugar until 
fluffy; add eggs one at a time and 
beat well, Add custard; mix thor- 
oughly. Sift baking powder and 
salt with flour; add alternately 
with cold water, Add vanillay Dis- 
solve soda in warm water;’ stir 
quickly into batter, Turn at once 
into pans; bake at 350 for 40 minu- 
tes or until done. Coo] in pans on 
cake rack about 5 to 10 minutes, 
then turn out and remove paper. 
Frost with favorite seven-minute or 
butter frosting, If seven-minute is 
used, melt one square unsweetened 
chocolate over hot water; add drop 
of peppermint flavoring then whirl 
with point of knife in pattern on 
cake top. If desired, decorate with 
split toasted almonds. It’s a orize 
winner and fine enough for any 
occasion.

Treatment of Low Mentality 
-And Emotional Imbalance 


As Medical Officers in World War 
I, if the recruit had a strong look- 
ing body and his heart and lungs 
were sound, we usually accepted him 
for service without trying to esti- 
mate his mental ability (.Q.) or his 
emotional balance. Fortunately, in 
World War Il, more attention was 
paid to these important factors. It 
was found that despite this at- 
tention there were still many re- 
jection of recruits and many men 
sent home because of mental and 
emotional deficiencies. 

im the Jounal of the American 
Medical Association, Dr, John D. 


“All our Knowledge regarding hu- 
man psychology or behavior must 
be used not only in selecting and 
assigning personnel but also in pre- 
venting psychiatric casualties, 
which in World War Ii exceeded all 


ability. Each individual, whether 
acepted or rejected, should have a 
permanent record showing his men- 
tal and physical assets and defects, 
Tecommendations made by local 
draft boards and suggestions made 
by the medical officers and psy- 
chiatrists where he was examined.” 

Dr, Campbell suggests that in the 
event of another war, in addition 
to the examination or screening 
of recruits for the armed forces, 
there should be a psychiatric (men- 
tal and emotional) screening of 
civilian workers for purposes of 
greater efficiency, security, and pre- 
vention of absenteeism and fre- 
quent job changes, 

What about examination for men- 
tal ability? Generally speaking, a 
recruit with only 75 per cent in- 
telligence should not be accepted 
for the armed services although he 
might do a routine, but necessary 
job in civilian life. Recruiting offi- 
cers, often over-impressed by the 
mascularity of the moron and the 
fact that he “looks” normal, may 
allow him to enter the service while 
rejecting persons of normal int 
gence who “look” stupid. 

Then, as to the emotional make- 
up or balance of the individual, all 
officers concerned --physicians, 
chaplains, legal officers, personnel 
officers --should question the re- 
cruit from the “personality” stand- 
point The typical psychopath 
(emotionally unstable) quit school 
in the seventh or eighth grade be- 
cause, he “got fed up with routine.” 
He wandered about for several 
years not adjusting himself to any 
one job for more than ‘three or 
four months; in civilian life he 
preferred seasonal or “shady” occu- 
pations, was arrested several times 
before the age of 21. He is nevr in 
before the age of 21. He is never in 
the service long before he gets into 
continually causes trouble.

I have written before about the 
yalue of glutamic acid in brighten- 
ing up backward children: of how 
helpful some physicians found it to 
be and the disappointment or dis- 
couragement of other physicians 
who failed to obtain satisfactory

More evidence on the usefulness 
of glutamic acid in the treatment of 
backward children is recorded by 
the two original investigators, Drs. 
F. T. Zimmerman and B. B.

This present report is a 
follow-up of 38 of the original 69 
children and teen-agers sho were 
available for psychological retesting 
two and half to three years after 
glutamic acid treatment was stop= 
ped. These investigators conclude 
that the gains on intelligetce per= 
formance (of 5.0 points in Intelli< 
gence Quotient) for six months of 
treatment; 9.59 points for one year 
of treatment. were remarkably 
well maintained (average gain 
Maintained 3.64 points). They be- 
lieve that the amoum: of gain on 
verbal testing is of greater impor= 
tance in deter the per< 
manency of effect than is the 
length of the treatment is an im= 
‘portant Tactor. 

In fairness to glutamic acid treat- 
Ment and to investigators, some 
of whom obtained encouraging and 
others discouraging results, it must 
be remembered that the amount of 
Special attention some patients re- 
ceived Was much greater than that 
received by others and there would 
bound to be more lasting results in 
those given most attention. I believe 
most. physicians would agree that 
this extra time given to a patient 
would certainly lift or raise the 
morale of the patient, Nothing helps 
any patient more than the feeling 
that the physician is greatly inter= 
ested in his case and is very anxious 
to help him become his best self. 

Glutamic acid is definitely a 
valuable agent even if it acts oniy 
as a method by which the backwara 
child is given hope and encourage= 
ment, but all physicians, including 
these two original investigators, 
would still like to know if glutamic 
acid or the painstaking effors of 
the physician are responsible for 
the good results, obtained in so 

In the meantime in many hospi- 
tals and offices of practising phy= 
sicians this simple method of 
trying to raise the intelligence of 
backward children is undergoing 
careful tests and in due time we 
will know the answer.

The boundless spirit of man lives 
in tumult and anxiety, but like all 
living things seeks peace. Harm- 
ony is the normal condition of all 
existence, All vitalities and cen- 
ters were designed to live in harm- 
ony with their own nature and tht 
nature of others, Men must have 
peace or he will perish. But what 
kind of peace is possible for man? 
The peace of nature woulq des- 
troy man if he could achieve it. It 
is true that the glorious symphon- 
jes of nature, the swish of the grass, 
the falling rain, the cry of wild 
birds and doxology of the ocean, 
have a quieting effect on man’s 
nerves. The immensities of the un- 
iverse rebuke his foolish plans, 
Napoleon, marching with his arm- 
ies, looked into the arched yault of 
night, and the stars seemed to say 
—"Not so hot my little lord.” The 
ministry of nature has a thera- 
peutic power but it’s peace is in- 
adequate for man. Walt Whitman 
urged men to return to nature’s 
Peace. “The oxen” he said, “are 
Self-contained and are not worry- 
ing about their sins.” Man is not 
self contained. His eyes look be- 
yond all horizons. He hears the 
distant sound of battle and the 
paen of victory. His imagination 
Sweeps the ages. His evil goes 
down to hell and his hopes rise to 
life everlasting. Man hears the 
sob, pain and the cry of anguish. 
No bovine placidity, no easy peace, 
is possible for man. The peace of 
nature is guarded by the angel with 
the flaming sword lest man and 
nature's peace is not for him. 
Neither is the ptace of reason 
adequate for men, both ancient and 
modern is full of abortive attempts 
to return to the peace of reason. 
Philosophers have said—"“Deny the 
hopes and fears which go beyond 
reason “Steel your hearts against 
the fires of tender emotion which 
burn on the altars of the breast.” 
Reason introduces a cool calculat- 
ing discipline into fe but it would 
rob us not only of base passion but 
also of noble passion which drives 
the wheels of life. Man is synthesis 
instinct and 
freedom. If he could repress all 
emotion and find peace he would 
not be a man. Peace must be relat- 
ed to every aspect of man’s life and 
fulfil his loves ang longings. 

The only peace for man is the 
peace of God, It is a peace of love 
and has within it the cross of Cal- 
vary, the joy of Easter, and hope 
of life everlasting. Love gives peace 
but this peace is often fraught 
With anxiety, Love is the secret of 
the sweetest song and the source of 
deepest sorrow. Love has its tri- 
umph and its torture. Love wears 
a crown—a crown of thorns. ll 
lovers know the peace and joy that 
come from Joye. A peace that pass- 
es understanding but a peace that 
has tumult and sorrow as well as 
serenity. 

God's majesty is crowned with 
mercy. His is the quivering life that 
merges with all life, His the joy that 
sings with all joy and the mercy 
that sorrows with all sorrow. Gods 
peace is the peace of love that pass- 
es all understanding, The only 
peace we mortals shall know.

The fears of the hospital staff 
and the members of the Kiwanis 
Club, that the “Open House” they 
had organized at the Ross Memorial 
Hospital Thursday evening would 
draw but o handful of students be- 
cause of the fair, proved false. For, 
seated on the steps of the hospital 
around seven o'clock was a group 
of well over a hundred teenagers, 
most of them attired in the usual 
informal “Fair” garb of thelr vin- 
tage, sweaters or blouses and slacks 
for the girls and T shirts with pants 
or jeans for the boys, 

The “Open House” had been ar- 
ranged in connection with the es- 
say contest organized by the On- 
tario Hospitals Association, and 
sponsored locally by the Kiwanis 
Club. 

Shortly after seven, the students 
crowded into the entrance hall of 
the hospital, and were welcomed 
there by the Superintendent, Miss 
Flett, by Mr. T, H. Stinson of the 
Hospital Board, and by Messrs. T. 
Quinn and Ford Moynes of the 
Kiwanis Club. > 

On the blackboard in the’ hall 
Miss Flett had set out three columns, 
the first giving the functions of 
a 20th century hosptal, the care of 
the sick, the training of nurses and 
doctors, the prevention of diseases, 
and the advancement of medical 
science. The second column gave 
a list of the various types of hos- 
pitals, general hospitals, which 
“specialized”, and the third column 
outlined the differant types of 
ownership of hospitals in the pro- 
vince, Federal, Provincial, Munici- 
pal or private.

Many bird lovers have heard the 
short sweet little notes from hun- 
dreds of throats as these birds pass 
overhead in great flocks on their 
way to their winter residence in the 
United States or South America. 

The American Wood Warblers, 
constitute a large family, no re- 
liable field marks covering the whole 
family can be given. However after 
@ little experience with them, their 
small size, bright colours ‘and 
sprightly actions are easily recog- 
nized. Their nesting habits too are 
various, some build in trees near 
the ground or well'up towards the 
tops, others on the ground or in 
grass or others in holes in dead 
stumps. However most of the Wood 
Warblers nest in the Northern 
Spruce woods beyond the limits of 
general settlement. They constitute 
a family in point of numbers as 
great as the sparrows. 

The ‘Warblers are the delight of 
amateur bird lovers. They are so 
small that few but the enthusiast 
ever see them, but so numerous and 
brilliantly coloured that their dis- 
covery opens up a new world of 
interest to the novice. The sexes 
are usually dissimilar and there is 
@ considerable seasonal change in 
plumage. This all makes the task

Bumper Crops Reported But 
Victoria’s Acre Yield Off 


Despite talk of a bumper crop 
in this area this year, the yield 
per acre in all grain crops in Vic- 
toria County, with the exception of 
mixed grain, was lower than last 
year. According to the Monthly 
Crop Report issued by the Ontar- 
io Department of Agriculture, 
wheat, oats and barley yields were 
down this year and mixed grains 
just held its own. The figures on 
this year’s production are only es- 
timates. 

The Report states that 16,500 
acres of fall wheat were sown in 
Victoria last fall and yielded only 
28 bushels to the acre. In the 
fall of 1949, 16,600 acres were sown 
and last year the harvest showed 
e yield of 32 bushels to the acre. 
There were 34,300 acres of oats har- 
vested this year with an average 
yield of 43 bushels to the acre. Last 
year, there were 33,400 acres sown 
and the yield amounted to 46 bush- 
els per acre. 

The acreage in barley in Victor- 
ia is down considerably this year 
to 3,700 from last year’s 5,600 acres. 
The yield per acre is estimated to 
be 37 bushels per acre, one bushel 
less than last year’s 38 bushels. 
The yield from Victoria's 33,000 
acres of mixed grain is expected to 
run to 43 bushels per acre, identi- 
cal to last year’s yield from 32,500 
acres. 

Durham County reports a drop in 
in all crops except oats which are 
expected to show an increase of 
some size. Fall wheat this year ran 
at 31 bushels per acre from Dur- 
hham’s 24,100 acres. The 1950 crop 
from 28,500 acres amounted to 38 
bushels per acre. Oats in Durham 
are expected to run to 51 bushels 
per acre. There were 31,900 acres 
harvested this year. Last year oats 
yielded 40 bushels to the acre from 
35,800 acres. 

The barley yield per acre in Dur- 
county this year is expected to be 
35 bushels. This is two bushels per 
acre less than last year’s 37 bush- 
els. The acreage sown in barley this 
year dropped to 2200 from last 
year’s 2900 acres. Mixed grain 
yields in the county are expected 
to amount to 48 bushels per acre 
from 33,800 acres. This is slight- 
ly less per acre than last year’s 49 
bushels from 31,200 acres, 1 

Halibiezton County. reports an 
increase per acre in the yield of 
all grains but fall wheat. There 
were only 100 acres of fall wheat 
in the county and the yield this 
year is only 29 bushels. per acre. 
Last year the yield was 30 blsh- 
els per acre from 200 acres. From 
6900 acres of oats this year, it is 
expected that farmers will glean 43 
bushels per acre. Last year the 
yleld was 40 bushels from the same 
acreage. It is expected that 35 
bushels of barley will be harvested 
per acre in Haliburton this year 
from the 200 acres sown. Last 
year, only 100 acres were sown 
and the yield was 33 bushels per 
acre. There were 400 acres of mix~ 
ed grains sowed in Haliburton this 
year with an expected yield of 44 
bushels, Last year, 600 acres were

Ontario County farmers report 
little change in yield in the two 
harvests. Wheat and oats were 
down but barley and mixed grains 
held their own. Fall wheat 
threshed out at 29 bushels per 
acre this year from 27,000 acres. 
Last year, the yield was 34 bushels 
to the acre from 26,400 acres. Oats 
showed a decline with the yield be- 
ing 47 bushels this year compared 
to 50 bushels per acre last year. 
Acreage sown was also down this 
year to 45,400 acres from 47,200 
acres last year. 

Barley in Ontario this year is 
expected to run about 39 bushels 
to the acre, slightly up from last 
year’s 37 bushels. The acreage 1s 
down this year with only 6200 acres 
this year compared to last year’s 
7100 acres. Mixed grain yields are 
expected to show no change from 
last year’s 46 bushels per acre. The 
acreage increased to 44,800 acres 
this year from 42,700 last year. 

The cutting of the principal 
spring grain crops was practically 
completed in all parts of Old Ont- 
ario by August’ 31st, and was well 
advanced in the districts of North- 
ern Ontario at September 8th. The 
harvesting period was rather exten- 
ded this year by the prevalance of 
only medium drying weather in 
parts of Central and Southwest- 
thern Ontario. The quality of spring 
rainy weather in Eastern and Nor- 
thern Ontario. The quality f spring 
grain crops, however, varies from 
good to excellent, and the aver- 
age yields for the entire Province 
are the highest on record. 

The total production of oats is 
now estimated at 102,006,000 bush- 
els from a seeded area of 2,120,700 
acres, or 48:1 bushels per acre, as 
compared with 96,186,000 bushels 
from 2,128,000 acres or 45.2 bushels 
per acre a year ago. In the case 
of mixed grains the average yield 
per acre is placed at 49.5 bushels, 
and total production at 60,914,000 
bushels, as against an average yield 
of 48,0 bushels per acre and a to- 
tal production of 54,912,000 bush- 
els in 1950. The yield per acre of- 
barley, similar to that of oats and 
mixed grains, is the largest on re- 
cord, being estimated at 39.1 bush- 
els, as against 37.5 bushels a year 
ago. Total production of barley ts 
expected to amount to 8,739,000 
bushels as against 8,325,000 bush- 
els last year. 

The yield of fall wheat has been 
lowered somewhat from our Aug- 
ust estimate and is now placed at 
27.5 bushels per acre for a total 
crop of 25,061,000 bushels, as com- 
pared with a per acre yield of 32.4 
bushels, and a total crop of 30,067,- 
000 bushels in 1950. 

The total aggregate volume of 
al] crops produced in Ontario will 
be the highest ever recorded in 
this Province. The production of 
all grain crops is now estimated at 
221,864,000 bushels. This compares 
with 212,148,000 bushels in 1950, 
and a ten-year average of 155,865,- 
000 bushels during the period 1941- 
1950. 

‘The per acre yield and total pro- 
duction of both hay and clover and 
alfalfa crops are also at peak ley- 
els this season, In the case of alfal- 
fa the average yield per acre is 
placed at 2.84 tons, as compared with 
2.23 tons in 1950, and the previous 
record figure of 2.80 tons obtain- 
ed in 1924, The total tonnage of 
alfalfa harvested will amount to 
2,321,000 tons as against 1,771,000 
tons a year ago, and a ten-year 
annual averge for 1941-1950 of 1,- 
803,000 tons. In the cese of hay 
and clover the yleld per acre is 
now estimated at 2.15 tons which 
compares with 1.59 tons in 1950, 
and the previous record of 2.06 tons 
in 1945.

Some sources state that lately 
the housewife has been avoiding 
beef because of its high price and _ 
have turned to pork. These sources 
also say that if pork prices continue 
dower, some beef may be left in the 
stock yards, eventually calling for 
a drop in beef prices.

Sunderland (PNS) —Mother and 
father wood duck delighted motor- 
ists on highway 7 last weekend when 
they took their four ducklings for 
a swim in a quiet oxbow pond east 
of the Beaver River. 

This pretty picture thus present~ 
ed and in full evidence of the high- 
way is a common one at this sea- 
son in many marshy waters in the 
vicinity. 

‘The great value of this wonderful 
little duck is as an obsect of beau- 
ty, rather than of sport. This is 
the brightest coloured and most 
beautiful duck in America and 
perhaps in the whole world. The 
male boasts a dom hanging crest 
and white throat and the most gor- 
geous plumage of reds, greens, 
blues, and buff colouration. 

The female is of more subdued 
colouration than her mafe, but 
has a conspicuous white eye ring.

Some think 
the mother duck must carry them 
in her bill or on her back safely to 
the ground. However in some way 
they reach the ground at an early 
age and then follow the mother a- 
bout the reaches of the streams 
or other quiet water. Later they 
seek the marsh which they in- 
habit throughout the autumn, 

They will be leaving for the 
South soon now, before the first 
frost his chilled the waters.
